Half Wars’--Brie{f Comments on Changes in American War Strategy”) 


[Text] In recent years, the two world superpowers, the United States and 
the Soviet Union, have been vying with each other for world supremacy. 
The Soviet Union adopted a global aggressive strategy, pressing forward 
step by step. The United States, which adopted a “strategy of two-and-a- 
half wars” in the early 1950's, reduced it in the late 1960's to a 
“strategy of one-and-a-half wars” which it has followed to the present 
date. What are the causes, aim and trend of this change? 


Readjustment 


For a rather prolonged period after World War II, the United States, taking 
advantage of the swollen economic and military power it had gathered in the 
course of the war, pushed the “strategy of two-and-a-half wars" as the 
world's supreme power. This is to say, it was ready to fight two large-scale 
wars, one in Europe and one in Asia, and one smali-scale war in another 
area. The latter is also known as a “local war” or “war of the shrub 
forest fire type." Adhering to this strategy, the United States set up 
military bases throughout the world, stationed troops there, pushed world 
diplomacy and intervened in the internal affairs of other nations, ulti- 
mately leading to the war in Korea and Indochina. The result was that 
American national power went downhill while the Soviet Union caught up 

from behind. 


In 1968 when Nixon became president, he changed the strategy of “two-and-a- 
half wars" to that of “one-and-a-half wars,” that is to say, pursuing a 
large-scale war either in Europe or in Asia, and a small-scale war in 
another sector. In June 1969, Nixon [word indistinct] a speech in Guam 

in which the so-called “Nixonism” was made known. In effect, he admitted 
that the Soviet Union was the principal opponent. Based on this thought, 
he devoted himself to two things. One of them was disentanglement from the 
war in Indochina and the other, improved relations with China. By 1972 

the United States had realized that a large-scale war in Asia was unlikel;. 
Hence, the weight of a big war was shifted to Europe. However, it is

still not clear where the other “half war" will be. Since the American 
forces’ complete withdrawal from Indochina in 1975, the situation has 
remained unchanged. 


When Carter became president, it was felt that war might breed in four 
“danger zones": West Europe, the Eastern Mediterranean, the Persian Culf 
and South Korea, but the main weight of American military planning should 
be placed on West Europe and the Persian Gulf. In view of the inters! ‘‘fca- 
tion of the struggle for oil resources between the Soviet Union and i: 2 
United States in the Middle East and the Persian Gulf, American military 
circles feit that a limited with the Soviet Union as a participant could 
well start in that area. [sentence as printed] This war might start 

first the war in Europe, or both wars might start at the same time, but the 
war in Europe would be swiftly decided. In March 1978, President Carter, 
talking about U.S. national defense, defined the plan of “one-and-a-half 
wars" as follows: In West Europe we must stop the blitzkreig launched by 
the Soviet Union; in the Middle East or the Persian Gulf area we must 
extinguish a war of the shrub forest fire type." However, since the 
beginning of 1979, the Soviet Union has intensified its aggression and 
expansion in Asia. It induced and supported Vietnam in its attack on 
Kampuchea thus aiming its aggressive efforts at the countries in Southeast 
Asia. In the face of such a situation, the United States was forced to 
turn its attention once again to the strainel situation in Asia and 
asserted that it would resume its military responsibilities in that region. 
lt appears that the strategy of “one-and-a-half wars" was destined for some 
form of revision or supplement. 


On the basis of the guildeine of the “one-and-a-half wars" strategy, the 
Pentagon made rather sizable reductions in American forces stationed in 

the Asian and Pacific area. The reports shoved that originaily the 

United States had stationed over 1.11 million troops in the Asian and 
Pacific area. Now a force of only 139,500 men somained. [words indistinct] 
many many military bases were closed or abolished. At about the same time, 
American forces in Europe were increased. 


The reason why the United States changed the "two-and-a-half wars" strategy 
to one of “one-and-a-half wars” was its decline in national power and a 
vast change in the world situation. The United States could no longer 

play the role of the "world's policeman.” On the other hand, Soviet 
socialist imperialism was vainly trying to take te place of the United 
States as the world's supreme power. West European states and Japan have 
already risen to the status of big economic powers. Newly-risen powers 
have mounted the platform of history. The entire world has entered a 

stage of vast vibrations, immense integration and huge reorganization. 

In Nixon's opinion, the world situation has evolved into a new pattern 

of the United States, Soviet Union and China "standing together in a 
triangular fashion" and of the "coexistence of five vast forces" comprising 
the United States, China, the Soviet Union, Japan and West Europe. Not 
long ago, Brzezinski, Presidert Carter's special assistant for national 
security affairs, pointed out that the United States must by various 

wavs and means concentrate its strength on meeting the Soviet Union's 
“serious challenge in the military and political spheres to protect 
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American interests outside tie country.” As a matter of fact, the 

United States, mindful of its own interests and of the realities of its 
own strength and the world situation, has shortened its overextended 

front line, lightened its own burden by “one war” and tried to keep intact 
the two v’tal areas of West Europe, which is its "life lins," and the 
Middle Fast and Persian Gulf ares wherein lie its vact interests. 


(HKOSO828] Measures Taken 


Following the adoption by the United States of the “one-and-a-half wars” 
strategy, what guidelines and measures did it adopt in vying with the 
Soviet Union? 


First, the United States firmly asserted that it must maintain a sufficient- 
ly strong armed force as a mainstay for the new strategy. War strategists 
in both the White House and the Pentagon have unanimously agreed tnat the 
United States “must keep a strategic nuclear force and a regular armed force 
each with sufficient strength to overcome or repulse any attack launched 

(by Soviet Union) on us or our allies." Measures were thus taken by the 
U.S. Government to achieve this end. For example, Defense Secretary 

Harold Brown made the following request in his 1980 report on national 
defense: No further reduction in the size of the armed forces; increased 
outlay for the procurement of weapons and research thereon; and specially 
providing for a 26 percent increase over the preceding year in expenditure 
for the strategic forces, so that gross military expenditures will reach 
$125.8 million. The House of Representatives went so far as to pass a 

bill authorizing budget estimates for national defense in the amount of 

$130 billion. 


The United States made revisions in its nuclear strategy. The governments 
prior to Nixon's time had all along followed the guideline of "massive 
nuclear retaliation” which meant that upon a nuclear attack by the Soviet 
Union the United States would immediately launch a massive "retaliatory 
nuclear attack” on Soviet cities and towns. However, under conditions 

of “all-round nuclear parity” between the two countries, this guideline 
had lost its “awesome” effect on the Soviet Union. For this reason, 
James Schlesinger, defense secretary under the Nixon administration, put 
forward a plan of “attack on military targets" as a supplement to the 
“massive nuclear retaliation" which alone would not have been sufficient. 
This guideline was basically followed by the Carter government. In this 
regard, President Carter recently ordered the development of the new type 
MX mobile ballistic missile, the Trident II type multiple-head missile 
and the air-launched cruise missile. At present, negotiations have been 
taking place between the United States and the NATO members for the 
deployment of a number in West Europe as a countermeasure against Soviet 
Union's SS-20 multiple-head missile. 


Second, the United States has sought to strengthen the internal cooperation 
among the NATO members, making a more extended use of the power of the 

West European allies. Soon after he became president, Nixon immediately 
visited West Europe, "to mend the loose and scattered fence,” to establish 
a “partnership of equality” and to ask West Europe “to share the responsi- 
bilities” in the military sector. The Carter government paid even greater 
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attention than previous governments to negotiations with West Europe on the 
strategy against the Soviet Union. In addition, the United States reached 
an agreement on scheduled periodic negotiations with the principal West 
European countries like France, West Germany and Britain. Again and 

again, the United States indicated its support for West Europe to join 
together in unity and encouraged them to display their full capability 

not only locally but also internationally. In recent years in the milita: 
sphere, the United States has put in to force a series of concrete measures, 
such as sending two additional brigades and one air force unit to West 
Germany, increasing the military supplies of American forces in Europe, 
strengthening the capability of the strategic air force on American soil 

to enable emergency air-lifts of essential materials to the European 

front and so on. Moreover, it has given support to the West European 
countries in the development of their potential military capability. 


Third: The United States and the Soviet Union have been fiercely vying 

for supremacy in the Middle East and the Persian Gulf. The United States 
in making positive efforts to bring about an anti-Soviet alliance to insure 
the uninterrupted passage of the crude oil supply line and for strategic 
communication and transport. To withstand Soviet Union's expansionist 
assault, the United States is currently pressing forward in three 
directions: 1. Inside the United States, an “emergency swift strike 
force’ comprising 100,000 men which can be sent to anywhere in the world 

as a "central force" for use in the “half-war" is being organized. From 
present indications it would appear that this special force was first 

set up to deal with the tense situation in the Middle East and the Persian 
Gulf area. 2. The relevant states in the Middle East and the Persian Gulf 
area are preparing the way for the formation of an anti-Soviet front. 

To achieve this end, the United States devoted repeated efforts to making 
Egypt and Israel sign a peace treaty. President Carter himself visited the 
Middle East, while important members of his cabinet went back and forth to 
Saudi Arabia, Egypt, Jordan and Israel, engaging in shuttle diplomacy in 

a serious effort to induce the states to cooperation with each other. 
American Defense Secretary Harold Brown assured these countries that the 
United States would "react against Soviet interference." Furthermore, 

the U.S. Government decided to devote 70 percent of its foreign aid funds 
to that area. In the next 3 years the gross military and economic aid to 
Egypt and Israel will amount to over $14 billion. Similarly, aid is being 
extended to Sudan, North Yemen and Jordan while military advisers and 
new-type weapons are being sent to Saudi Arabia. As a whole, the United 
States is striving to enlarge its iufluence and to stabilize its foothold 
in these areas. [HKO50948] 3. The United States is endeavoring to extend 
the scope of the defense ring of NATO southward to the Middle East and 

the Persian Gulf and even further to Africa and the Indian Ocean. This 

has received the approval of several of its allies. Actually, France 

has already included the Indian Ocean and Africa inside her “second defense 
circle." Last year, France and Belgium sent an expeditionary force to 


Zaire to fight the Soviet and Cuban mer: enaries. The United States even 
proposed talks among Europe, Africa and Saudi Arabia. All these represent 
its efforts to protect West Europe. 








Fourth, because of the reduction of American military strength in the Asian 
and Pacific area, the induced to launching a "hurricane-type offensive," 
Soviet tyrants, who had been earlier watching for an opportunity, were in 
turn, the United States was forced to turn around again and pay renewed 
attention to the strategic arrangements in that area. Indeed, the situation 
has developed to such a stage that Zbigniew Brzezinski, in his most recent 
talks, termed the "three major strategic areas" as comprising the Far East, 
West Europe and the Middle East and indicated that their safety must be 
insured. For this reason, the United States went a step further and formed 
a more intimate "partnership" with Japan. The latter was invited "to share 
the political responsibilities" in the Asian and Pacific area and "to 
display its security protection capability," working together with the 
United States to stem the southward expansion of the Soviet Pacific Fleet. 
For its part, Japan decided to spend about $67.6 billion in the next 

5 years on the build-up of its self-defense units, and mapped out an 
"emergency action plan" to meet any sudden Soviet attack on its Hokkaido 
Island. In June this year, the American Secretary of State Vance attended 
a conference of foreign ministers on nine nations including foreign ministers 
of the ASEAN nations and the United States, Japan, Australia and Singapore. 
At the conference, Vance repeated that the United States would shoulder the 
responsibilities specified in the Manila treaty and would increase military 
aid to the ASEAN nations to meet an attack and the expansion of the Soviet 
Union and Vietnam. Vance also held a three-nation treaty conference with 
the foreign ministers of Australia and Singapore at which the situation and 
state of defense of the Asian and Pacific area were discussed. Simul- 
taneously, the United States paid important attention to developing friendly 
and cooperative relations with China which likeness has been a victim of 
vicious threats from the Soviet tyrants. All this shows that in order to 
improve the strategic position of "one-and-a-half war" and to reverse the 
disadvantageous position suffered in the struggle with the Soviet Union, 
the United States is bending its efforts to link the defense of the 
Atlantic, Pacific, and Indian oceans to stem Soviet expansion i: West 
Europe, the Middle East and other regions. 


The Trend 

Following readjustments made by the United States, the "one-and-a-half wars” 
strategy has become a fixed structure. Yet, though limited to "one-and-a- 
half" only, rather strenuous efforts must still be made. With the coming 

of the 1980's, what will be the trend of its development? In this connec- 
tion, analyses and forecasts have been made by commentators both within 

the United States and abroad. Despite the rather complicated conditions 

and many changes, the following factors may perhaps reveal certain clues 

in answering this question: 


First, the United States has seen the Soviet Union ceaselessly increase its 
expansionist activities. Basically the United States, in order to protect 
its interests abroad and to insure its own survival, is heading toward the 
trend and development of intensifying the execution of the "one-and-a-half 
wars" strategy. It will want to avoid going beyond this limit, but 

inside the country there has been a daily increasing demand to its military 
capability to meet the Soviet challenge. Former American Secretary of 
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State Kissinger, who is a strategist of the Rockefeller financial group, 
called on numerous occasions for the United States to set up a "necessary 
rival force," so that “wherever the Russians strike" the Americans "will 
be able to resist there." Changes in the internal political climate have 
forced the White House to adopt a stiffer attitude toward the Kremlin. 
Countries in West Europe and Japan have all felt deeply the threat and 
intimidation coming from the northern bear and have to varying degrees 
strengthened their national defense. Starting in the West from northwest 
Africa through the Middle East, the Persian Gulf to Southeast Asia, in 
this "cresent area" au increasing number of states and people have seen 
clearly the ugly face ot the Soviet tyrants and have expressed the wish 
to stop their wolfish and greedy activities. Accordingly, the leading 
factor is that the United States will move further to strengthen its 
Strategy against the Soviet Union. 


Second, the United States is readjusting its strategy at a time of a decline 
in its national power. It will have to overcome numerous difficulties 

to basically remove its passive attitude in opposing the Soviet Union. 
Domestically it is facing disturbances and uneasiness. It does not have 

a healthy economy and the value of the U.S. dollar is dropping by leaps 

and bounds. In addition, dissension is rampant inside the ruling group. 
Hence, it will face many restrictions and restraints if it wishes to spend 
more on expanding its armaments, on external foreign aid or on military 
movements abroad. The West European nations, seeking "protection" from 

the United States, still have not accepted its "leadership." There are 
various contradictions in such sectors as foreign trade, energy and nuclear 
technology. However the Soviet Union is adopting the "big stick and carrot 
policy" toward West Europe. While exerting military pressure, the Soviet 
Union resorts to "softening and cooperative” tactocs to bring about disinte- 
gration in West Europe and stir up and break apart the European-American 
alliance and the West European alliance. For this reason, if in the 1980's 
the United States and its allies wish to gain the upper hand in the contest 
with the Soviet Union, they will have to make rather massive efforts. 

In the Middle East and the Persian Gulf area, many countries lack confidence 
in the United States. In particular, the weak counter measures of the 
United States against the the Soviet's seizure of Afghanistan and its 
hesitation to make positive efforts on many occasions have caused a great 
deal of discontent and speculation. It will still be difficult for the 
United States to regain its former influences in that area. In view of 
these circumstances, even the people of the United States have shown their 
deep concern. A recent article in the BALTIMORE SUN stated that the 
"necessary conditions" for carrying out the "one-and-a-half war strategy” 
vary considerably from the actual conditions. As a result, "the great 
majority of senators doubt if the strategy is practicable." Nonetheless, 
the United States presently tops the world in economic power and enjoys 
parity with the Soviet Union in terms of military power. If it shows its 
firm intent of seeking military preparedness, putting itself fully on the 
alert and is determined to stop the Soviet Union's expansionist gestures, 
some useful function can still be attained. 


[HKO50907] Third, the Soviet Union has shown many weak points in its offensive 
tactics and it has encountered many difficulties. While it has scored

many points, its reverses are increasing every day. There are innumerable 
instances in which the points it scored were lost. In Afghanistan, the 
Soviet Union has its feet deep in the mud and it can neither advance nor 
retreat. Besides, it has to shoulder two extra heavy burdens in the form 
of Cuba and Vietnam. The contradictions between its wild ambitions and 
its insufficient national strength and between its expansion and the dis- 
content of the people of different countries will sharpen and become 
evident with each passing day. Moredover, with the United States stepping 
up its defense and counterattack, the Soviet Union will be forced to 
retreat. In the 1980's, t'iere will be many repetitions of the phenomenon 
of the Soviet Union and the United States being alternately on the offensive 
and defensive and advancing and retreating. In Europe, the Soviet Union 
will still not dare to take the initiative readily. Hence, the state of 
tense confrontation there will be maintained. The conditions in the 
“cresent area" are complicated. The West is weak in its defense in this 
arena and this gives the Soviet Union a golden opportunity to strike. 
International commentators have made the forecast that in the mid-1980's, 
in order to make a breakthrough in the defense line formed by the United 
States and the West in the Middle East and the Persian Gulf area and to 
tighten its encirclement around West Europe, the Soviet Union may well 
start a "crude oil war."

"XINHUA' CORRESPONDENT NOTES UK 'ALERTNESS' TO SOVIET THREAT

[Text] London, 4 Jan--The Soviet invasion of Afghanistan has brought a 
smack of gunpowder to the new year, and caused concern and unease among 
the British people. At a dinner on the New Year's Eve, a British 
teacher told this correspondent that as people were talking about the 
prospects for the 1980s, the Soviet troops had moved into a neighbourly 
country to occupy and enslave a sovereign state. 


Condemning the Soviet aggression, the British Government and media 
pointed out that this was another Soviet challenge to the world people. 
They said that the West must keep their defense systems on the alert. 


The Conservative government has been vigilant against the Soviet 
expansionist ambitions, particularly against its threat to Europe. 

Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher has on many occasions pointed out that 
the Soviet Union has global ambitions. "It is not only threatening the 
security of Europe and North America, but also the security of the Third 
World countries, directly or through its agents.” 


Stemming from this evaluation, the British Government has, in defiance 
of opposition, firmly stood for the strengthening of defense of Britain 
and Europe. It has increased defense exp uditures while cutting down 
public spending. It is clearly in favor of boosting NATO's defense. 

On the modernization of NATO's nuclear theatre weapons, it not only 
favors the deployment of new missiles in Western Europe and in its own 
territories, but is also determined to modernize its own nuclear 
weapons in order to contribute to NATO's defense. 


While advocating stronger defense to cope with the Soviet threat, 
Britain proposed dealing with detente from the position of strength. 








In face of the stark reality that Russia has an edge in both conven- 
tional and nuclear weapons over NATO, the British Government declared 
that balance of strength is a prerequisite to negotiation with Russia 
Therefore, when Brezhnev made a “promise” not long ago to reduce 
Soviet troops and tanks in Fast Cermany in the name of “detente,” the 
British at chorities immediately laid bare his hypocrisy and cautioned 


never to waver in the resolution to strengthen European defense. 
Today, more and more people in Britain have come to know how to deal 
with the serious threat from Moscow. When a forum was held in Brussels 


to commemorate Winston Churchill, many british papers and radio sta- 
tions recalled Churchill's warning against the Nazi threat over 40 
years ago, and pointed to the bitter lessons of Munich. 


Obviously, the British Government's alertness towards the Soviet threat 
has annoyed the bigwigs in Moscow. Since mid-October, the Soviet media 
have come out to attack Mrs. Thatcher for being “warlike” and “not 
interested in easing the international tension.” But, the Soviet 
invasion of Afghanistan has made it clear that it is none other than 
the Soviet leading clique, advocates of false detente, who are "war- 
like" and “not interested in easing the international tension."

FRG SUPPORT OF U.S. POSTPONEMENT OF SALT II DEBATE REPORTED

[Text] Bonn, 4 Jan (XINHUA)--The ruling and opposition parties of West 
Germany have expressed their understanding of the decision of U.S. 
President Jimmy Carter to postpone the Senate debate on SALT II treaty 
in view of the Soviet invasion of A*ghanistan. 


Government spokesman Armin Gruenewald told reporters here that the 
decision of the U.S. President shows the graveness of the Soviet inter- 
vention of Afghanistan, while the President's separatiou of the ratifi- 
cation of the treaty from the current conflict also shows the sig- 
nificance the Presicent has attached to the treaty. 


He disclosed that the United States has informed West Germany through 
its ambassador of the possible sanctions against the Soviet Union. 
Vice-Chancellor and Foreign Minister Hans-Dietrich Genscher, who takes 
charge of the government work at present, has made contact with the 
vacationing Chancellor Helmut Schmidt. 


West Germany has recalled its ambassador in Afghanistan for consulta- 
tions, and asked its nationals working in Afghanistan in accordance 
with cooperation agreements between the two countries in education, 
culture and economy to leave that country temporarily. 


Willi Weiskirch, defense expert of the opposition party, pointed out 
that in view of the Soviet armed invasion of Afghanistan, the U.S. 
action "is an understandable reaction." He held that the U.S.-Soviet 
SALT treaty presupposes "mutual trust," which has no longer existed. 
He urged the West to cherish less illusion but more reason and 
realistic stance over the questions of disarmament and detente.

"XINHUA REPORTS U.S. PAPERS URGE GOVERNMENT TO DETER USSR

{Text} Beijing, 4 Jan (XINHUA)--A number of U.S. papers, angered by 
the Soviet invasion of Afghanistan, today urged the U.S. Government to 
take steps to deter the increasing Soviet expansion, according to a 
report from New York. 


In its editorial, the NEW YORK DAILY NEWS urged the U.S. and its 
allies to start exploring collective measures of retaliation against 
the latest Soviet act of aggression. "Putting SALT-II on hold in the 
Senate and seeking United Nations condemnation of the USSR's Afghan 
intervention may do for openers. But it is in the economic sphere 
that a united and determined West...could impose the most severe 
punishment on Moscow," it emphasized. 


The SAN FRANCISCO EXAMINER pointed out editorially that the Kremlin is 
betting on President Carter's weakness and becoming dangerously aggres- 
sive in the process. President Carter should do more to get Moscow's 
attention by going beyond mere words. One thing he should do is to 
“cut off all sales of wheat and other grains to the Soviet Union. Send 
orders to freighters enroute to Russia with grain to reverse propellers 
and turn around,” the paper noted. 


The CLEVELAND PRESS stressed that "the Soviets must be shown that there 
is a price to be paid for this kind of ruthless, lawless behavior (the 
Soviet invasion of Afghanistan)." 


The PHILADELPHIA INQUIRER stated that it is incumbent on the U.S. to 
provide every possible support and encouragement to Afghanistan's neigh- 
bouring countries which are implicitly threatened by the Soviet invasion. 
The U.S. leadership "must rise to the longer-range challenge, brutally 
reawakened by the Soviet Union, of maintaining a strong commitment and 
military force to deter Soviet domination of the earth itself," it 
added.

We must point out that since the Afghanistan incident took place, the wor- 
shipping-U.S. disease of several central leaders has become more serious. 
This not only has caused the continuing decline of the prestige of our 
party and country among the revolutionary people of the world, but has also 
caused certain damage to our national defense and our army's fighting 
capacity. 


On the even of the Sino-Vietnamese war, Comrade Deng Xiaoping disclosed to 
President Carter and Brzezinski the date, strength and objectives of our 
army's move against Vietnam, thus divulging our army's top secret.

In an editorial entitled "Detente and Self-Deception," this evening 
paper notes that the Soviet invasion “revives all the indignant doubts 
about detente" in the U.S. 

"We need to draw the necessary conclusions," says the editorial, and 
that is, whatever business the West does with the Russians "must be 
wary, must be in the context of assured political and military power, 
and must not be clouded by sentiment or self-deception."

"While the Soviet aggression is disturbing in itself," it says, "the 
principal subject of concern is the message it sends about the Soviet 
world outlook and foreign policy intentions. What happened in 
Afghanistan, as shocking as it is, represents a logical development in 
a growing pattern of Soviet diplomacy of force." 


The article written by Dimitri K. Simes, director of Soviet studies at 
the Georgetown University Center for Strategic and International Studies, 
and managing editor of SOVIET REPORT, analyzed the reasons "behind this 
pattern of imperial assertiveness." After pointing out the growing 
Soviet military capabilities in the last two decades, the article says, 
"The Soviet Union in effect has transformed itself under the Brezhnev 
regime from a primarily continental into a global power, at least in 

the military sense," in its "global drive for power." The new Soviet 
military capabilities "have a bearing on Moscow's perceptions of risks 

in all kinds of international contingencies." 


"The Soviet invasion of Afghanistan, as part of the pattern of armed- 
first diplomacy in general, cannot be divorced from Moscow's percep- 
tion of international relations, including relations with the United 
States, its chief rival and simultaneously its principal partner in 
what used to be known as detente," it notes. 


"But," it says, "shells from the guns of Soviet tanks have reached 
Washington and destroyed whatever remained of detente." 


Another article in the paper today says, "The Russians are now closing 
in on the vital Strait of Hormuz from two directions: from the north, 
across Afghanistan and Iran, and from the south, via South Yemen and 
the Horn of Africa on the opposite side of the Red Sea. If the Soviets 
control that part of the world, they will control the economies of the 
Western world.” 


Under the title "Standing Up to the Russian Bear," the article says, 
"The Soviet Union has announced--through its invasion of Afghanistan-- 
that it is conducting a classic war for geopolitical domination. We 
cannot let that challenge go without a response in kind." 
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"One of the most important lessons of Afghanistan is that we have led 
the Russians into irresistible temptation...have led the Soviets to 
conclude that they could pursue their own desires without fear of 
reprisal," it says. 


"If we fail to act convincingly, we will certainly encourage our enemies 
to continue their aggression,” the article concludes.

Meetings With Stalin,” to mark centenary of Stalin's birth, originally 
carried by WORLD KNOWLEDGE magazine] 


[Summary] In the 1930's we read a book on Stalin by a French writer. 

We understand that Stalin was born in a shoemaker's family in the town 
of Gori, Georgia, Transcaucasia. He joined the revolutionary movement 

at the age of 15 and became a professional revolutionary at the age -f 20. 
Together with the great teacher Lenin, he led an armed uprising, over- 
threw the interim bourgeois government and set up the first soviet 
nation in the world. After Lenin's demise in 1924, he became a prin- 
cipal leader of the CPSU and the Soviet Government. Fully confident, he 
led the Soviet people to successfully fulfill the first and second five- 
year plans in socialist construction. He died of illness on 5 March 1953 
at the age of 74. 


"I lived in Moscow for nearly 10 years. I had the opportunity of meet- 
ing with Stalin many times. As a reporter from China, I arrived in 
Moscow in 1935. At the ceremony held in the Red Square to mark the 

l May Labor Day, I saw Stalin the first time on the rostrum waving at 
the parading masses. This first impression was truly profound.” In 
meetings to mark Labor Day or the October Revolution, or at the Kremlin 
where the All-Soviet Congress was held, I often saw Stalin. 


"Of all the occasions, there were two that impressed me most. These two 
occasions were closely related with the profound friendship between the 
peoples in China and the Soviet Union. At that time I was a counselor 
of the Chinese Embasey to the Soviet Union. Thus, I had the opportunity 
to see Stalin nearer and hear his voice even more clearly. 


"One occasion was on 14 February 1950. We still remember that at the 
Kremlin that evening the Sino-Soviet treaty of friendship, alliance and 
mutual assistance was signed with the participation of Stalin and Com- 
rade Mao Zedong. On the same evening, the Chinese Embassy to the Soviet 
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Union held a grand reception at Hotel Metropol et the center of Moscow 
to mark the visit of Comrade Mao Zedong and Comrade Zhou Enlai to 
Moscow. Attending the reception were Stalin and other Soviet party and 
state leaders. When Stalin and others accompanied by Comrade Mao 
Zedong entered the hall at 2100, they were met with thunderous applause 
from all the people in the hall. I heard that it was the first time 
that Stalin attended a reception at a hotel. 


“During the reception, Comrade Mao Zedong was the first to drink a toast 
to Stalin's health. Stalin also several times drank to Comrade Mao 
Zedong’: health. 


"Another occasion was on 15 September 1952, when Comrade Zhou Enlai led 
a Chinese Government delegation to negotiate with the Soviet Government 
on economic and political issues concerning the two nations. The two 
sides issued a joint communique on this occasion. Stalin held a banquet 
at the Kremlin in the evening to welcome the Chinese Government delega- 
tion headed by Comrade Zhou Enlai. I still remember: When we crossed 
the hall of the Kremlin and walked toward an entrance, Stalin and other 
people were just coming in. We stopped at once to let Stalin and others 
come in first. But Stalin waved at us, saying that we were guests and 
that we should walk in first. The banquet began at 2209. Stalin first 
of all shook hands with all the people and held cordial conversations 
with them. During the banquet he also delivered a meaningful speech. 

At the end of the banquet, Stalin invited us to a motion picture studio 
to see a movie. All kinds of excellent wines were placed before us. 
Stalin raised a glass, asking all of us to drink to the profound friend- 
ship between the peoples of the Soviet Union and China." 


Stalin died on 5 March 1953, and his remains were placed in Lenin's 
Mausoleum. Although Stalin's coffin was moved out of Lenin's Mausoleum 
later, Stalin's tombstone set up in the rear of Lenin's Mausoleum is 
still worshipped and respected by the people. The masses often lay 
flowers on the tombstone, profoundly cherishing the memory of Stalin. 


Stalin's whole life is one of a great Marxist-Leninist and a proletarian 
revolutionary. He made tremendous contributions to the revolutionary 
cause of all the Soviet people and all the peoples throughout the world. 
His glorious name will forever remain in the annals of progressive 
people.

It has been said that the United States is considering giving military 
assistance to the antiaggression armed forces of Afghanistan. If this is 
really the case, then the Muslim forces will be able to vigorously demon- 
strate their military prowess.

Carter will sent the 1981 fiscal year government budget to the congress.

The most important feature of the U.S. budget for the next 
fiscal year starting in October this year is the increased expenditure 
on national defense. The rate of increase in expenditures on this item 
surpasses the inflation rate by 4.5 percent, while the rates of increase 
in other government expenditures can only barely catch up with the rate 
of inflation. 


The announcement of this piece of news along with estimate that the number 
of unemployed in the United States shall increase from the present 5.8 per-

$33.2 [as printed] 


During his presidential campaign, President Carter promised that the 
United States would achieve a balance between revenues and expenditures; 
however, he has now given up realizing this promise. Some people in the 
United States, therefore, have said that they feel "disappointed." 
Perhaps some other people might even have said something worse. 


However, sensible people who take the overall situation into consideration 
believe that it is a courageous act for President Carter to rather risk 
the danger of being attacked by his political opponents during a presi- 
dential election year and to propose an increase in military expenditures 
and a strengthening of the national defense force to resist the Soviet 
Union's new and ferocious military expansion.

[Text] At 1500 on 21 December, when people working at England's finan- 
cial center, “London City," were ready to go home to celebrate Christmas, 
they again heard of the rise in the price of gold. That day, the price 
of gold had closed at $478 an ounce in the London gold market, up $9 
compared with the previous day. The level of the price of gold and the 
rate of its rise have caught people's attention. 


During this year, the London gold market has gone in surging waves. 
Early in the year, the price of gold was $216 an ounce, the lowest 
price of the year. Then it started rising. After half a year, in mid- 
July, the price of gold was over $300 an ounce. At that time, people 
exclaimed: "Oh! The price of gold has again set the highest record in 
history." However, after only 2.5 months, the price had soared to $437 
on 2 October, twice the lowest price at the beginning of the year. The 
price in the late 1970's was 13 times that at the beginning of the 
decade. The rate of its rise during this period is even more alarming. 


There are profound reasons for the continuous wild runaway in the price 
of gold. 


Before World War II, on 31 January 1934, the United States adopted a bill 
which fixed an "official rate of gold" and stipulated that 1 ounce of 
gold could be exchanged for $35. This “official rate" was maintained 

for more than 30 years. Although there was a great gold bullion ovtflow 
from the U.S. State Treasury in the 1960's, the U.S. Government still 
managed to maintain the "official rate" of gold. Due to the continuous 
dollar crises in 1971, the U.S. Government had no choice but to stop 
exchanging the dollar for gold on 15 August that year. Hence, it brought 
an end to U.S. control over the price of gold. In this process, we can 
see that one of the factors in the rise of the price of gold has been 
the weakening of the dollar in the world monetary system. Because of its 
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continuous depreciation, people have shed it for more dependable cur- 
rencies and gold to guard against depreciatio:.. 


In March this year, the European monetary system of the EEC stipulated 
that the member countries must contribute one-fifth of their gold and 
foreign exchange reserves as a fund. This showed that the economically 
developed countries wanted to strengthen the position and role of gold 
in the monetary system. There has always been a rumor in the Lonion 
market that some developing countries have entrusted the big European 
banks to use different methods to buy large quantities of gold for then. 
It is also said that a Mideast state has bought more than 60 tons of 
gold. Many states have reduced the proportion of U.S. dollars in their 
currency reserves and increased those of gold and other currencies. 
This trend to diversify currency reserves has helped push up the price 
of gold. 


One characteristic of this year’s rise in the price of gold is that it 
has come hand in hand with the rise in the price of oil. Last year, 
OPEC had a balance-of-payments surplus of $6 billion. This year, it 
has risen rapidly to $50 billion. Because of the rise of oil prices, 
the European currency market is flooded with idle Mideast oil money. 
The total amount of money in the European currency market rose from 
$890 billion at the end of last year to $965 billion in the first half 
of this year. The large amount of idle money has become an important 
force pounding at the price of gold. 


The gold market is a place for speculation. The constant rise in the 
price of gold has whet the appetites of speculators. This year's 
speculation in the gold market has been sharper than in previous years. 
English economists think that the role of currency reserves played by 
gold will receive further attention. In view of the turbulent inter- 
national situation, the continuation of the rise in the price of gold 
will be inevitable.

U.S. DOCKWORKERS BOYCOTT SOVIET SHIPS, CARGO

[Text] Washington, January 9 (XINHUA)--The U.S. International Longshore- 
men’s Association (ILA) announced today that it had ordered its members 
immediately to stop handling Soviet ships and Soviet-bound cargoes in all 
U.S. east coast and gulf ports, from Maine to Texas, in protest against 
Soviet invasion of Afghanistan. 


Announcing this order at a press conference, the ILA President Thomas Gleason 
said that “our people are upset and they refuse to continue a business-as- 
usual policy as long as the Russians behave like international bully boys.” 


He declared that no Russian ships and no cargoes to or from the Soviet Union 
would be loaded or unloaded until "Russia gets out of Afghanistan." 


He said that both direct shipments between the United States and the Soviet 
Union and cargoes trans-shipped through foreign ports were a target of the 
boycott. 


He further said that perhaps 900 Soviet merchant ships involved in the 
Russian trade couid be affected by the boycott. Those Russian ships were 
designed as "naval auxiliaries that can be armed," he added. 


He said five or six Soviet passenger ships now operating Caribbean cruises 
out of southern U.S. ports would also be affected. 


He said the order to stop handling Soviet cargoes covered "all cargoes-- 
grain and other foods as well as high valued general freights.” 


He said that the boycott against the Soviet Union would be expanded by 
enlisting the support of dockers represented by other unions on the 
U.S. west coast and in Canada. 


The 116,000-strong ILA works at the docks from the Great Lakes to the 
Gulf of Mexico.

U.S. AUTO FIRMS TO CLOSE MORE ASSEMBLY PLANTS

[Text] Washington, January 11 (XINHUA)--U.S. auto companies have decided 
to close more assembly plants and layof* tens of thousand more workers 
since the beginning of the year in view of sales and financial difficulties. 


Ford, the second largest automaker in the United States, is joining the 
troubled Chrysler as it has decided to close its Los Angeles assembly 

plant permanently next week. The Ford's action is the second closing of a 
major assembly plant in recent days after the Chrysler turned out its last 
car at the old Hamtramck plant in Detriot just a few days ago. Meanwhile, 
the largest U.S. automaker General Motors has decided to close the Cadillac 
domestic plant in Detriot next week. 


This is a new series of plant-closings conducted by U.S. automakers. 
Sixteen out of 46 auto assembly plants throughout the nation had already 
been closed later last year. 


The closure of auto plants has caused increasing layoffs of workers in car 
industry. The General Motors now has 71,200 men on indefinite layoffs, 
Ford, 37,000 and Chrysler, 35,900. 


The closings and layoffs were caused directly by sales slump of new cars 
in domestic markets. Auto sales over all have declined steadily since 
April last year when oil shortage began to bite, and it now stands at 
about 20 percent below the levels of a year earlier. 


As a result, all major automakers in the country are facing financial 
troubles. Ford expects to report a loss of one billion dollars on North 
American car and truck operations for 1979, which is about what Chrysler 
will lose as a whole. 


The press here held that the auto industry has already entered into reces- 
sion and the picture for the industry in the new year looks "very shaky 
and gloomy."

[Text] Results of the Indian election have been announced. Indira Gandhi's 
Indian National Congress Party won an overwhelming victory. The Indian 
National Congress regime, which had stepped down for 3 years, will come 

to power again. 


Indira Gandhi's left and right hand men, former Defense Minister Lal and her 
son Sanya, will also return to power again. Some 3 years ago, Mrs Gandhi 
declared a state of emergency throughout the country, took the pro-USSR road 
in foreign policy, stepped up the suppression of opposition parties at home 
and placed full trust in her son and close associates, stirring up an 

uproar among the people throughout the country. Amid opposition in the 
whole country, her Indian National Congress Party was defeated by Desai's 
Janata Party in the 1977 election. 


However, the Janata Party also proved to be a failure. In the 2 years and 
10 months when it was in power, the Janata Party could not produce any 
effective policy. The motto of "freedom and democracy" which it put 
forward during the election never materialized. Commodity prices soared, 
strikes were frequent, government officials were corrupt and crime ran 
rampant. In particular, the shortage of fuel as a result of the oil 
crisis brought further dissatisfaction to the people. India is rich in 
coal resources, but the people had no coal to burn and the power plants 
had no coal to generate electricity. The whole country was in chaos. 

Mrs Gandhi took the opportune moment to launch a full scale attack on the 
various policies of the Janata Party. Dissatisfied with the situation, 
the people had hardly any other choice. With her 10 years of experience 
in power coupled with the family background of Nehru, her father, Mrs Gandhi 
was able to return to the arena again. 


Indira Gandhi signed the Soviet-Indian treaty with the USSR in 1971. The 
USSR immediately expressed welcome when she again came to power this time. 


Indira Gandhi has advocated friendship with Vietnam and that the Heng Samrin 
regime should be recognized. On the issue of Afghanistan, although she 
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also opposed the USSR's dispatch of troops, she has accused the United 
States more vigorously and attacked it for aiding Pakistan. In particular, 
she held that her defeat to Desai in the previous election was the trick 

of the U.S, Central Intelligence Agency. Therefore, Western observers 
believe that the resumption of power of tie Indira Gandhi regime is a 
windfall for the USSR. 


Located between West and South Asia, India has c!ose influenee over the 
stability of the situation in the Indian subcontinent. In particular, 
the USSR is hoping that India will solve the Soviet's worries while it is 
invading Afghanistan and encountering world criticism. If Indira leans 
toward the USSR again, Pakistan will be the first to suffer. 


Therefore, after forming the cabinet, Indira's foreign policy will be 
watched. 


However, the difficulties facing Indira are still the economy and social 
order at home. She declared that the emergency act in her previous 
administration went too far only in individual areas but was not wrong. 
After resuming power, she will first rectify law and order and rebuild 

the economy. As to whether or not she will declare a state of emergency 
after resuming power, it is something that many Indians feel uneasy about, 
since the people's memory on the terror of the state of emergency is still 
fresh. 


The current election in India has fully shown that the Indian voters have 
allowed Indira to come to power again with contradictory and disturbed 
feelings. However, India's problems still cannot be solved easily.

[Text} Lagos, January 9 (XINHUA)--"What we are concerned about is that let 
the whole Third World, all the developing countries, alone to solve the 
affairs of their own without interference by others," declared President 
Al-Haji Shehu Shagari of Nigeria at a press conference here today when 
replying to a question concerning Soviet intervention in Afghanistan. 


President Shagari held the press conference to enumerate what his civil 
administration had done both in external and internal affairs during its 
past 100-day office. 


On foreign affairs, he said that Nigeria supported the cause of peace, 
stability and reconciliation in Chad, and it was currently involved in 
assisting the Organisation of African Unity in the effort of air-lifting 
the peace-keeping force from Benin, Congo and Guinea into Chad. 


On the issue of Zimbabwe, he noted that Nigeria felt reasonably satisfied 
with the outcome of the London conference on Zimbabwe. "Nigeria is being 
represented by a three-man team to participate in the historic assignment 
of commonwealth observer,” he added. 


Opposing the presence of South African troops in Zimbabwe, he said it could 
not be explained why Britain still kept the South African troops in that 
country. Demanding their withdrawal, he said the presence of these troops 
was not helpful to the peace there. 


On home affairs, he said that the economic situation had been tremendously 
improved in the past three months. On October 1, 1979, the daily cash 
balance of the federal government with the Central Bank was in red to the 
tune of over 521 million mairas while the country's reserves stood at 
little more than two million mairas. "Within three months after our coming 
into office, we have been able to reverse this unhealthy financial trend 
which had plagued the federal government since July 1976," he said.

[Text] Beijing, January 9 (XINHUA)--Philippine President Ferdinand Marcos 
at a press cunference today announced plans to set up an advisory council 
which may include his chief political rival as a major step toward a 
political reconciliation after seven years of martial law, according to 
news reports received here. 


The council, he said, “would include as broad a spectrum of political 
leaders as possible. It will advise the president and cabinet on resolu- 
tions to various matters relating to the international crisis."

President Marcos said Aquino would probably be able to participate in the 
advisory council “to show his sincerity in helping the republic and 
its leaders." 


The president said the setting up of the council would not affect his 


plans to proceed with local elections on January 30, the first in eight 
years.

The programme points out that “the government is ready to maintain and 
develop relations with Portuguese-speaking countries on a state-to-state 
basis without interference in each other's internal affairs." Besides,

"The primary target of the government's economic policy," the programme 
says, “is to combat inflation and maintain the present purchasing power. 
Priority should be given to a higher economic growth rate and less 
unemployment." 


Explaining the programme to parliament today, new Prime Minister Sa varneiro 
stressed the need "to make war against poverty and ignorance." He said 

that the government's "firm option of Europe and of the NATO is part of its 
supreme goal of safeguarding Portugal's independeice and dignity.” 


Parliament will debate and vote on the programme in the next few days. 
The socialist party and the communist party have declared that they would 
table separately non-confidence motions against the programme.

PEACE AGREEMENT ON RHODESIA SIGNED

[Text] London, December 21 (XINHUA)--A peace agreement on Rhodesia was 
formally signed here at noon today by the three parties to the London 
talks which had lasted three and a half months. 


The signing ceremony was attended by British Prime Minister Mrs. Thatcher 
and Defence Secretary Francis Pym. The signatures on the final document 
were those of Lord Carrington, foreign secretary of Britain, and Sir Ian 
Gilmour, Lord Privy Seal; Joshua Nkomo and Robert Mugabe, co-leaders 

of the Zimbabwean Patriotic Front; Bishop Muzorewa and his deputy 

S. Mundawarara of the Salisbury delegation. 


In his remarks at the end of the ceremony, Lord Carrington, chairman of 
the talks, said the document signed today has provided a chance for the 
people of Rhodesia “to settle their future by peaceful means," for the 
country “to renew and strengthen its relations with its neighbours and 
with the wider international community." The British Government, he 
declared, is prepared to help Rhodesia to overcome the difficulties of 
the past and bring about the prospect of a more peaceful future. He 
appealed to the neighbouring countries of Rhodesia for cooperation in the 
effort to achieve the objective--ensuring that Zimbabwe comes to 
independence in conditions of peace. 


The document signed today covers an independence constitution for Rhodesia, 
pre-independence arrangements and a ceasefire agreement. Under this 
document, Rhodesia, a British colony in southern Africa, will become an 
independent state as Zimbabwe under majority rule. During the transition 
period before its formal independence, a British governor takes charge 

of its administration and general elections will be held throughout the 
territory under the governor's supervision with all political forces 

chere allowed to campaign on an equal footing. The winner of the 

election will form a government, to which the governor will hand over 
power. 
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The ceasefire agreement provides for the cessation of all cross-border 
troop movements and other military actions from midnight today and of all 
hostilities within Rhodesia from December 28. There will be a ceasefire 
commission chaired by the governor's military adviser and equally repre- 
sented by the military commanders of both sides of Rhodesia. There wil! 
ilso be a monitoring force of about 1,200 men drawn from five commonwealth 
countries to assist the ceasefire commission in its task of securing the 
maintenance of the ceasefire. The assembly of armed forces to disengage 
them from each other is required to be completed by January 4, 1980. The 
maintenance of the ceasefire will mainly depend on the compliance by the 
opposing forces, and it is up to the governor to decide what actions 

to take for dealing with possible breaches of the ceasefire.

[Summary] Cairo, 4 Jan--Some 200 kilometers north from Cairo on the 
Nile lies the (Bei-ta-he-li-er) farm, which Premier Zhou visited in 
1964. When Premier Zhou saw this great farm transformed from barren 
desert, he warmly acclaimed Egypt's achievement in transforming deserts. 


"In 1979, a Chinese desert study group came to Egypt on a study- 
observation tour. They saw that new changes had taken place at the 
(Bei-ta-he-li-er) farm, and that in Egypt more and more desert land is 
being turned into oases like the (Bei-ta-he-li-er) farm." 


Egypt's work to transform desert land began in 1952. By 1976, 912,000 
feddan (1 feddan is equivalent to 6.3 mu) of land were reclaimed, includ- 
ing 149,000 feddan of desert land. President al-Sadat called on the 
Egyptian people to continue the “green revolution” and to carry out a 
plan to transform 1 million feddan of desert land by the year 2000. 


This reporter accompanied the Chinese desert study group on a visit to 
a desert transformation project in the eastern part of Alexandria. 
Here the desert covers an area of 15,000 feddan. Five thousand feddan 
have been turned into crop fields, and transformation of 2,000 feddan 
is under way. 


"Egyptian friends happily recalled the touching scene of Premier Zhou 
Enlai visiting Egypt's desert transformation project years ago. They 
still remember what Premier Zhou said in praise of Egypt's achievements 
in transforming deserts and his hope that Chinese comrades would learn 
from Egypt and transform China's vast deserts. Now, Chinese and Egyptian 
desert workers are diligently studying, exchanging results in scientific 
research and fighting side by side to control the vast deserts."

BRITISH STEELWORKERS CALL NATIONWIDE STRIKE

[Text] Beijing, January 2 (XINHUA)--150,000 steel workers of the state- 
owned British Steel Corporation (BSC) went on a nationwide strike today 
after rejecting a six per cent pay rise offer at a time when inflation in 
Britain is running at 17 per cent, according to a London report. 


As a result of this first nationwide steel workers’ strike in 54 years, 
Britain's state-owned steel industry was reportedly forced to shut down. 


Secretary of the Iron and Steel Trades Confederation Bill Sirs said last 
night that the strike could easily drag on for some weeks and that "within 
a couple of weeks the effects of our strike will begin to be felt in all 
parts of industry." 


The report said British rail workers have already promised full support 

for the steel workers' action, while dockers were expected to agree to stop 
foreign steel coming into the country to replace stocks normally produced 
by the BSC. 


Although steel output in Britain was drastically cut down from over 
27 million tons in 1970 to 20 million tons last year, steel stocks of 
the country are reportedly still high and major users, including car 
industry, have enough to maintain production for at least a month. 


The British steel industry is also suffering from a worldwide lack of 
demand and is losing nearly one million sterling (2.2 million dollars) 
a day. 


In view of all this, the report said, the BSC has planned to cut the 
work force by 52,000 men this year. 


The British Steel Corporation incorporating 14 major British steel 


companies, was formed in 1967 and has about 150,000 workers at present. 
It produces more than 85 per cent of the country's steel.

[Text] Tokyo, 30 Dec (XINHUA correspondent)--The Japanese cabinet 
Saturday adopted an austere draft budget for fiscal 1980 (April 1, 1980- 
March 31, 1981), which would be presented to the Diet for deliberation. 


Reflecting the nation's financial difficulties, the draft budget sets 
aside 42,588,800 million yen for general account expenditures. The 
figure represents a 10.3 per cent increase over the initial fiscal 1979 
budget and is the smallest rise in 21 years. The budget expenses for 
the fiscal loan and investment program, the socalled second budget, 
amount to 18,179,900 million yen, an 8 per cent increase over the 
initial fiscal 1979 budget and the smallest rise in 22 years. 


The new budget is designed to reconstruct the ailing state finances 
through austerity. Since the 1974 economic crisis caused by the oil 
shock, the Japanese Government has been depending on government bond 
issues to balance the budget revenue and expenditure. According to 
the Finance Ministry, the accumulated total of government bond issues 
will amount to 58,000,000 million yen by March 1980. The figure is 
1.5 times the total expenditure of the fiscal 1979 budget and repre- 
sents the highest rate of government bond issues in the capitalist 
world. 


Prime Minister Masayoshi Ohira has decided to reconstruct the state 
finances since he assumed office, but his plan to enforce a general 
consumption tax met with public opposition and led to a serious loss 
of votes for the ruling Liberal Democratic Party in the Lower House 
elections last September. Thus in compiling the 1980 budget the 
Finance Ministry has had to reduce financial expenditures instead of 
increasing taxes. 


A major characteristic of the draft budget is a reduction in government 
bond issues. The floating of state bonds will total 14,270,000 million 
yen, accounting for 33.5 per cent of the budget revenue, compared with 
39.6 per cent in fiscal 1979. 
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Though austere, the draft budget can guarantee major items of financial 
expenditures. It sets aside 740,900 million yen for the development of 
new energy sources so as to reduce dependence on crude oil. The figure 
represents a 30 per cent increase over fiscal 1979. Some 840,000 million 
yen is earmarked as funds for economic cooperation with developing 
countries. The outlay represents a 16.4 per cent increase over 1979 

and amounts to 0.33 per cent of the gross national product (GIP). 

Defence expenditure totals 2,230,200 million yen, a 6.5 per cent 

increase over 1979. It accounts for 0.9 per cent of the GNP--the same 

as in 1978 and 1979. 


Public works expenditure, which increased 20 to 30 per cent annually in 
the past few years, amounts only to 6,350,000 million yen in the draft 
budget, approximately the same as in the 1979 fiscal budget. 


Government administrative expenses are curtailed in the new budget 
which calls for reorganisation of government offices and a reduction 
of the number of government employees. 


The increase in welfare expenditures is 7.7 per cent, smaller than in 
fiscal 1979. Postal and medical charges as well as national railway 
fares will be increased. 


The Japanese press predicts that the budget plan will experience rough 
going in the Diet, while the economists hold that it will not help ease 
the financial crisis. They predict that the financial difficulties 
will be a prolonged phenomenon.

PROBLEMS PREDICTED FOR WEST'S AIR TRANSPORTATION

[Text] Geneva, January 4 (XINHUA)--The major Western airlines foresee 

a gloomy picture in 1980 since there are no signs of easing the principal 
problems, such as soaring fuel prices, inflation and economic uncert7inty 
in the Western countries. 


This anticipation is contained in a new year review of the situation by 
Knut Hammarskjoeld, director general of the International Air Transport 
Association, published here today. 


Along with the increases in oil prices, these major world airlines raised 
their passenger and cargo fares several times last year in order to 
ensure profit. As upheavals in oil prices are still possible in 1980, 
the airlines are likely to further raise their air fares. They are 
considering measures for fuel reduction, such as using aircraft that can 
carry more passengers and shortening the flying routes. 


Another major preoccupation of the airlines is the monetary crisis in the 
Western capitalist world. With the successive devaluation of the 

U.S. dollar and the upward revaluation of a number of European currencies, 
the number of U.S. passengers declined sharply in 1979 while that of 
European travellers rose. Such disruption of air traffic flows has 
brought enormous difficulties to the airlines. 


With a gloomier picture looming large in 1980 in the economy of many 
Western countries, it is natural that there will be a further reduction 

in the number of air passengers which will bring more serious difficulties 
to the major Western airlines.

The memorandum entitled the "Turkish Armed Forces' Outlook" was signed 
by the chief of general staff Kenan Evren, and the four commanders of 
the land forces, the navy, the air force and the gendarmarie. 


It said, "In the exceedingly important political, economic and social 
atmosphere reigning in our country, the Turkish armed forces have been 
forced to invite to duty the constitutional institutions and especially 
the political parties which are influential in and responsible for the 
management of the country in order to secure national unity and solidarity 
in view of the anarchy, terror and divisiveness which are gaining in 
intensity a little more each day." 


The memorandum pointed out, "The developments in our region could turn into 
a hot confrontation in the Middle East any minute. Anarchists and divisive 
elements at home are holding rehearsals for a nationwide uprising through- 
out the country.” 


Yesterday, President Koruturk received Premier Suleyman Demirel and chair- 
man of the main opposition party--the Republican People Party--Bulent 
Ecevit and informed them of the contents of the memorandum.

[Text] Beijing, 21 Dec (XINHUA)--A Chinese edition of the "Selected 
Works of Stalin" has been prepared by the Bureau for the Translation 

of the Works of Marx, Engels, Lenin and Stalin of the Central Committee 
of the Communist Party of China and published by the People's Publishing 
House in commemoration of the 100th anniversary of this great Marxist's 
birth which falls today. 


The selection contains 58 articles in two volumes, which relate to 
Stalin's revolutionary and theoretical activities in different periods. 


The first volume spans the years 1901 to 1927 and the second 1928 to 
1952. 


Prominence is given to works which Stalin wrote in defence of Leninisn. 
"The Foundations of Leninism" is a systematic exposition of Leninisn. 
In such works as "The October Revolution and Tactics of the Russian 
Communists" and "Concerning Questions of Leninism," Stalin criticized 
opportunism and anti-party factions of all descriptions and defended 
Lenin's thesis that socialism could triumph in a single country and 
upheld the line of building socialism in Russia. 


The selection includes quite a number of articles on socialist economic 
construction and cultural undertakings in the Soviet Union. Some stated 
theories, principles and policies for state industrialization and agri- 
cultural collectivization in the Soviet Union. Others called on cadres 
to master technology and become specialists in their own fields as part 
of an overall effort to train skilled personnel. Stalin criticized the 
petty-bourgeois concept of socialism and pointed out that the building 
of socialism can be accomplished only after the social productive forces 
are greatly developed, there is an abundance of goods, and labourers 
enjoy a high standard of living and have a high cultural level. The 
selection includes Stalin's last important work, "Economic Problems of 
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Socialism in the U.S.S.R.," in which he set forth in theoretical terms 
the Soviet Union's experience and problems in economic construction 
which had been going on for more than 30 years. 


Stalin's "On the Draft Constitution of the U.S.S.R." analyzed the con- 
ditions of the classes in the Soviet Union after socialism nad, in the 
main, been established in that country. His "Report to the Eighteenth 
Congress of the Communist Party of the Soviet Union (B.) on the Work of 
the Central Committee" (excerpts) is a theoretical discussion of the 
issue of the Soviet intellectuals and a refutation of views hostile to 
them. 


Among other famous works of Stalin in the selection are “Marxism and 
the National Question," "Questions on the Chinese Revolution," "The 
International Character of the October Revolution,” "Dialectical and 
Historical Materialism" and "Marxism and Problems of Linguistics." 





The second volume of the "Selected Works of Stalin" also contains the 
conclusion of the “History of the Communist Party of the Soviet Union 
(Bolshevik), Short Course," which summed up the basic experience of the 
C.P.S.U. (B.). Each volume has notes and references. 


Since liberation, China has issued Chinese translations of "The Collected 
Works of Stalin" and certain of his works in pamphlet form.

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"XINHUA" REPORTS BRAZIL INCREASES POLITICAL OPENNESS

[Text] Beijing, 28 Dec (XINHUA)--1979 witnesses a slow but steady 
advance in Brazil along the path of “political openness." 


The Brazilian Government has taken some important measures to promote 
this advance. On January 1, it officially abolished suppressive 
institutional acts, especially the Fifth Act which conferred extra- 
ordinary powers on the president to dissolve parliament. to deprive a 
corzgressman of his membership and to suspend the rights of citizenship. 
un the same day, the penalties of death and exile for political 
prisoners were repealed and their right of habeas corpus was restored. 


Last April, the government lifted censorship on films, dramas, books 
and all publications (following the lifting of press censorship in 
1978). On August 22 the parliament passed an ammesty bill, the first 
such bill in Brazil since the military government came to power in 
1964, thus freeing some 5,000 people who had been penalized for polit- 
ical reasons. In late November, the parliament passed a party reform 
bill, which meant the introduction of a polypar system to replace the 
bipartisan system (which now comprises the ruling National Renovation 
Alliance and the opposition Brazilian Democratic Movement) created by 
the military government for the 1965 “elections.” 

Thanks to the policy of “political openness," the long-suppressed 
workers’ movement has become more active than ever before. During his 
first two months in office, the new president, who was sworn in last 
March, saw the outbreak of more than 150 strikes for higher wages. 

Of these strikes, the largest one was staged by metallurgical workers 
in Sao Paulo, the biggest industrial region in Brazil. It showed that 
the Sao Paulo Metallurgical Workers’ Trade Union had become active as 
a strong independent force in the country. Some sources said trade 
unions in Brazil may grow as strong as political parties. The 
National Students Union, banned soon after the military coup in 1964, 
has resumed activities after a re-organization. 
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After the promulgation of amnesty, people of the political circles, 
officers, intellectuals and leaders of the workers and students move- 
ments who had exiled abroad returned home one after another. Among them 
were former Covernors Leonel Brizola and Miguel Arraes, who were well- 
known politicians before the coup in 1964, and leader of the farmers 
movement in northeast Brazil Francisco Juliao, as well as General Secre- 
tary of the outlawed Brazilian Communist Party Luis Carlos Prestes and 

2 number of the party's Political Bureau members. 


The introduction of the polypartisan system has met with the opposition 
of the Democratic Movement of Brazil, a powerful political organizatici, 
but it is already a general trend that a few new political parties or 
their embryos are emerging in the country. Four political parties are 
likely to be esteblished finally, with one of them to be the ruling 
party. 


Former President Ernesto Geisel was the first to advocate and implement 
the policy of “political openness" when he was in office. His successor, 
President Joao Baptista de Oliveira Figueiredo, has continued to push 
this policy, emphasizing once again the necessity of restoring democracy 
so as to “realize the lasting institutionalization of a republic based 

on the federal representative system." 


The rapid development of the economy and political stability have been 
important in paving the way for introducing the policy of “political 
openness." At the same time, the new trend in Latin America marked by 
restoration of democracy and formation of constitutional civil govern- 
ments has also been an impetus to the process of “political openness” 
in Brazil. 


Having grown strong in the economic boom at the end of the 1960s and in 
the early 1970s, the national capitalist class in Brazil has been 
pressing for greater participation in the political and economic life 
of the country. People of various strata have been demanding democracy 
end freedom ever more strongly. As for the army, some military men 
stand for freer political reins so as to restore democracy “slowly and 
gradualiv." They hold that it is necessary to overcome difficulties 
brought upon by the economic depression and oil price increases over 
the vweore and to create a domestic political situation in keeping with 
further economic development so as to ease public discontent with the 
out-dated political structure of totalitarianism. 


The policy of “political openness" has brought about changes in obvious 
contrast with the grim political life in the 1960s and the early 1970s. 
Will this process continue in the 1980s and how quick will be its pace? 
Some observers in Brazil believed that all this will depend on whether 
economic difficulties can be resolved, whether there will be real social 
stability and, to a certain extent, whether the government will be able 
to stay the hands of the hard-liners in the army.

PANAMANIAN SHIP RESCUED--Beijing, January 11 (XINHUA)--Crewmen of a 
Panamanian ship the "Moshahr" rescued by Chinese seamen in the sea near 
the Hainan Island have returned home after a short period of recuperation, 
reports the WORKERS’ DAILY today. They have voiced their gratitude to 
their rescuers. The 26 seamen from India, Bangladesh, the Philippines 
and Sri Lanka were sailing the 7,000-ton freighter "Moshahr" from China 
to Bangladesh last October.

CLASS STRUGGLE IN CHINA TODAY ASSESSED

[Text] A correct recognition of the special characteristics of the class 
Struggle in our country at its present stage is of great significance to a 
profound understanding of the shift of work emphasis in the party, the correct 
implementation of class struggle, the eradication of the poisonous influence 
of the ultra-leftist line of Lin Biao and the "gang of four,” the activation 
of all positive factors, and acceleration to attain the Four Modernizations. 
Marx and Engels pointed out in the “Communist Manifesto" that "Freeman and 
slave, patrician and plebian, lord and serf, guildmaster and journeyman, 

in a word, oppressor and oppressed, stood in constant opposition to one 
another and carried on uninterrupted, now hidden, now open struggles, 
struggles that each time ended either in a revolutionary reconstitution of 
society at large or in the common ruin of the classes in struggle." ("Selected 
Works of Marx and Engels," Vol. I, p 251) Lenin likewise made his point 

clear and definitive: "What is class struggle? It is a struggle of one group 
of people against another, a struggle of the powerless, oppressed and laboring 
masses against privileged oppressors and parasites, and a struggle of 

employee or proletariat against property owner or bourgeoisie." ("Complete 
Works of Lenin," Vol. VI, p 383) According to the above discussions, the 
class struggle that Marxism-Leninism relates to is the life-and-death struggle 
between the ruling class and the ruled whose economic interests fundamentally 
stand in opposition and will constantly be so. 


The discussion governing class struggle in Marxism-Leninism have clarified 
the following six points: 


1. The opposites of the struggle are referrable to the class-to-class struggle 
between the ruling class and the ruled, such as slave and slaveowner, peasant 
and landlord, proletariat and bourgeoisie, etc. 


2. The essence of the struggle is to be so carried on as to pivot around the 
fundamental opposition between class interests (i.e., the economic interests 
of the various classes). 
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3. The purpose of the struggle is to destroy the old production relations 
that have shackled the development of the productive forces and to liberate 
them. 


4. The nature of the struggle is an antagonistic contradiction of a life- 
and-death conflict of fundamental interests. 


5. The form of the struggle has all along been shown as a violent antagonisn, 
at times hidden and at times open, between the ruling class and the ruled. 


6. The consequence of the struggle (denoting the transformation of each 
social pattern) has pushed the entire society forward with its development. 


It is thus clear that one must not consider each and every social phenomenon 
as class struggle. The connotation of class struggle in Marxism-Leninism is 
a scientific and strict concept which absolutely allows no ambiguity to 
overstep the scientific stipulation of its original meaning. Lin Biao and 
the “gang of four" intentionally distorted and presumptuously changed the 
original meaning of class struggle, advocated that “there ought to be class 
struggle at every moment and every place," "class struggle is everything,” 
“everything is for class struggle." It was these reactionary failacies that 
brought about the grave consequences of the expansion of class s-ruggle. 


During the Second Session of the Fifth National People’s Congress, Comrade 

Hua Guofeng's “Report on the Work of the Government,” based on the theory of 
class sturggle in Marxism, offered an analysis of the class condition and class 
struggle of our country during the present stage by seeking truth from facts. 
lt pinpoints two basic facts which leave no room for doubt. On the one hand, 
the system of exploitation and exploiting class have already been eliminated 
and will no longer exist and on the other, there is still class enemy and 
class struggle. These two basic facts illustrate that, at the present stage, 
the class condition and class struggle in our country have fundamentally 
changed. Why is the class struggle still in existence after the system of 
exploitation and exploiting class have already been eliminated? The reason 

is that there is still, in our country, the existence of the five elements 

and two remnants and acute international class struggle. Of these elements 
and remnants, some are enemy spys and counterrevolutionaries attached tc the 
international reactionary forces; some are new exploiters who have taken 
advantage of certain imperfections in our production relations and systems 

to engage in speculation and profiteering and corruption and embezzlement; 

some are criminal and degenerate elements who have seriously damaged socialist 
order as a result of ideologic «1 corrosion of the exploiting class; some are 
the small number of wealthy peasants and landlords who have not been completely 
reformed, and certain remnants of other old exploiting classes; some are 
remnants of the "gang of four" who have mixed themselves into the revolutionary 
ranks; etc. They symbolize the restoration hopes of the exploiting class 

who will probably continue to hold fast to the reactionary standpoint and 

carry on political and economic activities against socialism. The struggle 














between them and us is the historical remains of class struggle which still 
has to be carried on for a long span of time. Nevertheless, this kind of 
struggle is different from the class-to-class struggle in history; it is a 
special form of class struggle. Its characteristics are: 


l. The opposites of the struggle no longer belong to the type of class-to- 
class struggle in past history, but belong to a struggle between the master 
of socialism, which embraces workers and peasants as its main body, and the 
five elements and two remnants. It is impossible for these elements and 
remnants to form an open integrated class. 


2. The essence of the struggle is still the fundamental opposition of class 
interests because the political and economic activities of the five elements 
and two remnants symbolize the restoration hopes of the exploiting class 
which are directly deterimental to the solidarity of socialist construction 
undertakings and proletarian dictatorship. Such type of struggle is there- 
fore still called class struggle. 


3. The purpose of the struggle has already changed from the liberation of 
the productive forces into the protection and development of the productive 
forces under new production relations. 


4. The nature of the struggle is partly an antagonistic contradiction 
between the enemy and ourselves, and mostly a non-antagonistic contradiction 
within the people. Our struggle against the five elements and two remnants 

is an antagonistic contradiction between ourselves and the enemy. There 

will still be, within the people, the presence of long term ideological 
influences from the bourgeoisie and the feudal class. For example, such 
things as authoritarianism, bureaucratism, subjectivism, sectarianisn, 
anarchism, and concept of special privilege all possess the nature of class 
struggle. They still belong to the category of class struggle. Just as Comrade 
Mao Zedong pointed out in his "Be Activists in Promoting Revolution,” 
"Subjectivism, bureaucracy and sectarianism are all bourgeois phenomena 

whose presence in our Party should be blamed on the bourgeoisie.” ("Selected 
Works of Mao Zedong,” Vol V, p 476) Naturally we must not equate class 
influence with class antagonism. Instead, we must strictly distinguish 
between the two types of contradictions of different nature. We should employ 
dictatorial means to solve the problem of class antagonism, and use democratic 
methods to carry on the long term struggle as well as education. 


5. The form of the struggle, generally speaking, no longer takes the shape 
of a nationwide mass class struggle. Generally, it will be based on consti- 
tutional and legal procedures, and problems will be resolved in the scope in 
which they arise and in accordance to their basic nature. 
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6. The consequence of the struggle is not one of growing acuity. Not- 
withstanding that it may sometimes go up and down, its general tendency is 
toward gradual mitigation until it finally dies out. With a high level 
development of the socialist productive forces and the disappearance of the 
three great differences, class struggle will disappear accordingly. 


In short, the class struggle of our country at the present stage is one 
which is left over by history. It is not only different from the class-to- 
class struggle in the past, but also a special form of class struggle. Only 
by correctly recognizing this special characteristic of the class struggle 
in our country at the present stage can we conscientiously and thoroughly 
carry out the correct policy on class struggle put forth by Comrade Hua 
Guofeng. Otherwise, we will commit the mistake of the theory of the dying 
out of - lass struggle and the expansion of class struggle.

MANIFESTATIONS OF ULTRADEMOCRACY MUST BE STAMPED OUT

[Text] Vice Chairman Ye, in his speech on the 30th anniversary of the 
state, pointed out: "In stressing the promotion of socialist democracy 
and the improvement of the socialist legal system, we wast to insure 
both democracy and centralism, both freedom and discipline, and both 
personal ease of mind and unity of will. We must not stress one aspect 
to the neglect of the other. Only a balanced approach accords with the 
common desires and the fundamental interests of the entire people." 
This passage in his speech is extremely important. 


In our present situation we lack both democracy and freedom, both 
centralism and discipline, and we can even say that in certain aspects 
there is an even greater lack of centralism and discipline. We lack 
both personal ease of mind and unity of will, and we can say that in 
certain aspects there is a greater lack of unity of will. Promoting 
democracy is a good thing and in the future we must continue to promote 
it, but we must guard against ultrademocracy. Ultrademocracy inflicts 
great damage on democracy, and on no account can we take ultrademocracy 
for democracy. At present some persons put their individual ideas 
first, regardless of whether they are correct or not. Once they 
express an idea the leadership cannot but accept it; if the leadership 
does not act according to the idea, then it is considered undemocratic. 
Some people haggle over transfers and assignments and make unreasonable 
demands. If they are not satisfied they do not obey the organization's 
decision. And there are other persons who, on the pretext of promoting 
democracy, do slovenly work but do not allow other people to reproach 
them. Whoever makes a suggestion to them is contradicting a superior or 
elder. Even more worthy of attention is that some persons, for their 
owr. personal objectives, make trouble and create disturbances which 
cause intranquility in society and instability in the political situa- 
tion. Some persons, on the pretext of protecting their rights, infringe 
upon the interests of the broad masses of people and the state. 
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These manifestations of ultrademocracy are, in essence, manifestations 
of individualism. Only democracy is talked about and not centralism; 
only personal ease of mind is wanted and not unity of will; it is not 
the individual who must obey the organization but the organization 
which must obey the individual. Our objective in promoting democracy 
is to stimulate the enthusiasm of the masses, *o -oncentrate the 
wisdom of the masses, and to form a correct un‘*y of will in order to 
work even better. If the objective is not to do good work, then the 
promotion of democracy loses its original meaning. Persons who have 
the ideology of ultrademocracy always speak and act from a personal 
angle, and they cast aside all the interests of the party and the 
people. Therefore, ultrademocracy directly weakens the proletariat's 
organization and discipline, shatters unity, saps the will to fight, 
arfects production, and hinders the forward development of the socialist 
cause. 


The appearance of all these abnormal phenomena is primarily owing to 
the spoiling of our social atmosphere by Lin Biao and the “gang of 
four" during the over 10 years that they ran amuck, so that the 
ideology of anarchism and extreme individualism spread among some 
people. At that time some persons from the "left" side and some persons 
from the right side encouraged anarchism and extreme individualisn. 
Both sides are worthy of attention. Lin Biao and the "gong of four" 
poisoned a whole generation. With regard to this generation, particu- 
larly some youths, there is a problem of reeducation. There is a 
problem of reeducation for cadres at all levels, including old cadres. 
The extremely important content of this reeducation is to have them 
respect centralism, observe discipline, take the interests of the whole 
into account, and put public interest before self-interest. Further- 
more, among all the people, we must gradually restore and develop the 
good morality and social practices we had before. 


The ideology of ultrademocracy is a nonproletarian ideology. It is the 
reflection among the worker ranks of the small producers’ force of habit. 
Comrade Mao Zedong said: “Among the proletariat there are many people 
who retain the ideology of the petty bourgeoisie, and both the peasants 
and the petty bourgeoisie in the cities are backward in ideology. These 
are the burden in their struggle. For a iong period of time we should 
patiently educate them, helping them to cast off the burden on their 
backs and to struggle themselves againsc their defects and mistakes, so 
that they can advance in big strides." At present, some comrades do not 
dare to educate people who have the ideology of ultrademocracy, and this 
is wrong. Of course, it is also wreag if one does not patiently educate 
them, but instead chooses simple and brutal methods to deal with then. 

We are now in a new historical period, and the new struggle demands that 
our comrades overcome the effects of the nonproletarian ideology and 

make great efforts to cast off the spiritual burden hindering their 
advance. While continuing to promote democracy, we should, with a clear- 
cut attitude, criticize anarchism and extreme individualism and make 
great efforts to stamp them out.

TREATMENT OF WEI JINGSHENG CASE DISCUSSED 
"XINHUA Treatment of Case Criticized 
Hong Kong DONGXIANG [Trends] in Chinese No 14, 16 Nov 79 p 18

[Text] In the newspaper of the 7th, we saw that Wei Jingsheng's appeal was 
indeed turned down. 


Why do I say “indeed"? This author is not necessarily equipped with any 
mysterious capability; nor have I done any penetrating study on Wei's case. 
The outcome thus was by no means anticipated by me. But while looking at 

the various reports on the Wei Jingsheng case published in the mainland 
newspaper in the recent past, I used some simple logic of inference and recog- 
nized that Wei Jingsheng's appeal was probably going to be useless. The 
Superior Court in Beijing probably had made its decision to turn it down 

even before he submitted his appeal. 


Why? If people recall the series of "dispatches in response" organized 

by XINHUA NEWS AGENCY after news of the Beijing Municipal Intermediate 
Court's sentence of Wei Jingsheng was broadcast on the 16th of last month, 
it would not be very difficult for them to reach the same conclusion that 
this author did. 


These “dispatches in response" were sent from Beijing, from Shanghai, from 
Tianjin, from Guangzhou, and even from Guizhou, and they were all coached 
in terms of "appeals" from the masses of the people." Several passages 
are excerpted below for the reader's reference. 


The response from Beijing: “The broad masses of the people in the nation's 
capital ardently upheld the solemn sontence the Beijing Municipal Interme- 
diate Court pronounced on counterrevolutionary criminal Wei Jingsheng. 

They all pointed out that this sentence was entirely in accord with the 
will of the masses of the people in their demand for stability and unity 


and for a common determination and common efforts in carrying out the Four 
Modernizations." 
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The response from Shanghai: “One after another, personages in various cir- 
cles in Shanghai issued statements to this correspondent, consistently 
pointing out that Wei had committed the crimes of acting against his father- 
land, supplying our military intelligence to foreigners, seducing others to 
overthrow the power and the socialist system under the dictatorship of the 
proletariat in our country; that his criminal behavior was therefore very 
serious and the situation surrounding the whole affair was very bac; that h 
was hence « truly authentic counterrevolutionary element; and that when the 
court meted out the punishment, it consequently sentenced him exactly the 
right way, the commendable way." 


The response from Guangzhou: "After reading in the newspapers about the 
Beijing Municipal Intermediate Court's public trial and sentencing in coun- 
terrevolutionary criminal Wei Jingsheng's case, the cadres and masses of 
Yanan Street in the Yuexiu District of Guangzhou Municipality clapped their 
hands and hailed the news." 


Since such broad masses “ardently upheld" the sentence, "clapped their hands 
and hailed the news," felt that the court had “sentenced him exactly the 
right way, the commendable way," this naturally determined the inevitable 
failure of Wei Jingsheng's appeal. For if he should ever become vindicated 
by means of that appeal, would these "broad masses" who "ardently upheld" 

the sentence in advance not have been in the wrong? Correspondingly, if 

the Superior Court in Beijing should accept his appeal anc thereby proceed 

to reduce Wei Jingsheng's term of imprisonment, would the court not have been 
in contravention of the will of the “broad masses"? If we speculate along 
this line, how could there have been any hope for Wei Jingsheng's appeal? 


Therefore, there is really a problem here which is worthy of careful con- 
sideration by the Chinese Communist judicial circles and propaganda authori- 
ties: although it was explicitly announced, along with the news about the 
preliminary trial, that Wei Jingsheng would be permitted to appeal, such a 
series of “dispatches in response” was nevertheless organized during the 
very period allowed for Wei's appeal. Might this not cause people to sus- 
pect that there was interference with the justice of the judicial process? 
And might people not feel that "permission to appeal" was but a "deceptive 
phrase”? Of course, “hailing” the sentence may well be justifiably organi- 
zed, but would it not have looked more fitting if it had come at the end of 
the final trial’? 


In point of fact, even if the sentence pronounced on Wei Jingsheng were fair 
and reasonable, these responses organized by XINHUA NEWS AGENCY would hardly 
suffice to persuade people of it. This style of handling things does not 
appear too different from the propaganda mode in vogue during the period 

of the "gang of four.” When "criticism of Deng and counterattack against the 
rightist attempt to reverse the verdict" and the "Tiananmen incident" un- 
folded in those days, XINHUA NEWS AGENCY also followed a similar approach by 
organizing a large contingent of these broad masses to "hail" how "timely 
the criticism” was supposed to be and how "fine the suppression” was sup- 
posed to be. But facts later proved that it was purely a case of adultera- 
ting the will of the people. If we lock at the “dispatches of response" 
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to the Wei case on their merit, on the basis of the facts, let us ask: 

Since Shanghai, Tianjin, Guangzhou, and the other places are so far removed 
from Beijing and most of the people there do not know Wei Jingsheng, nor 
have they attended his trial, and they have learned still less about any of 
the details of the Wei Jingsheng case and yet, merely on the basis of what 
was partially reported in the press, they were supposed to have “ardently 
hailed" his sentence--is this not just a bit too facetious? This can 
hardly illustrate how better informed China's common people might have been; 
it only tells how "silent" China's common people have actually remained 

and how the people's will is still being manipulated by official propaganda. 


As to the question of whether or not the Wei Jingsheng case was properly 

tried and the sentence was proper, this author has not done sufficient re- 
search, but I do feel that there is some improvement in the situation compared 
to the days of the "gang of four." But precisely because of this, it is 

this author's ardent hope that XINHUA NEWS AGENCY can also change its sterile 
propaganda mode somewhat; otherwise, it will not be able to adapt to the 

new situation. 


Impartiality Urged 
Hong Kong DONGXIANG [Trends] in Chinese No 14, 16 Nov 79 pp 18-19

[Text] When the news about Wei Jingsheng's being sentenced to 15 years’ 
imprisonment spread, one view was shared by all newspapers and magazines, 

as well as certain relatives, friends, and colleagues in Hong Kong: the 
sentence was too heavy! Yet, PEOPLE'S DAIIY also dispatched and published 
reports from Beijing, Tianjin, and Shanghai on how the masses in those three 
places publicly affirmed and praised the penalty imposed on Wei Jingsheng. 
Why such a big gap? As one who cares very much about the progress of the 
fatherland and who cares about the early realization of the Four Moderniza- 
tions, I would like to borrow a corner of DONGXIANG to tell what is on my 
mind. 


I. Of the two kinds of public opinion, which is better? I think public 
opinion in Hong Kong ought to be regarded as a kind of normal public opinion 
expressed basically without any external pressure; public opinion which re- 
flects fully independent thinking is rather hard to come by. On the other 
hand, PEOPLE'S DAILY appears to lack any reports on differing opinions; 

but even if there are very, very few such opinions, there should still be 
some reflection! Haven't we learned enough historical lessons about news 
reports in the past? During both the Cultural Revolution and Dazhai, there 
were cases of people described in the name of the masses and public opinion 
as being impeccable. But how much time has elapsed, now that they were all 
overthrown, because they could not stand the test of facts? It is my hope 
that news reports from the mainland from now on will prove very different 
from the past. 
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II. How to dispose of the two different kinds of contradictions? Since 
this happens to be the thesis of our national political life, we should have 
similarly reflected it in our understanding of the adjudication of the 
penalty in this case. The secrets that were supposed to have been divulged 
may perhaps be divided into absolute secrets, confidential secrets, and or- 
dinary secrets to be protected. Those who are in a position to divulge 

such secrets may likewise be divided into leaders in the leading party, 
government, and military organs, those who have directly formulated those 
confidential secrets, some executives in the subordinate organs, as well 

as the common people who merely hear what is passed on to them from the in- 
ner circles. Even military secrets may be differentiated between those con- 
cerning pre-war deployment and “war reports” after war has broken out. 

Where the circumstances are in question, a distinction should also be made 
between those who engage in spying activities to actively collect [secrets] 
and give them to the enemy, and those who merely hear them from insiders 

and then relate them accordingly. There should be more cases in which care- 
ful distinction is made during the trial as to what the circumstances are 
and what crimes might be adjudged to have been committed in accordance with 
what motives, etc. There should be clear limits and boundaries for defin- 
ing these cases, or else errors in our logical thinking will result, leading 
to random speculation or to labels being indiscriminately imposed on people 
and punishments being imprudently meted out to people without careful dif- 
ferentiation of the circumstances. 





III. In view of the fine situation of stability and unity that prevails, 
there must be a set of long-term, highly stable, and concrete policies to 
protect it. When our country's lessons and experiences of the past 30 

years were summed up, the importance of this point was already deeply ap- 
preciated by the people. I doubt whether the standard of penal measurement 
in Wei Jingsheng's case should be applied in practice from now on. Of 
course, it now is unlikely that erroneous ideas and methods--such as “whether 
to mete out a heavy punishment depends on who the target is"; “when an ef- 
fort is being made to atop a certain undesirable tendency, the punishment 
should always be on the heavier side"; “there is no harm in being a little 
more on the left from the very beginning, as this is the rule," etc.-- 

would prevail again as in the past. But I think it is better still to men- 
tion it here. During the past 30 years, the “zigzag” policies of the rice- 
sprout dance style have indeed affected the thinking of countless cadres 

and masses and have hindered the effort of countless persons in the pursuit 
of their work and the expression of their opinions, and have made a daring 
approach impossible. I think the punishment meted out in Wei's case should 
be carefully considered from the point of view of stability of our long-term 


policy. 


At present, people throughout the whole country are summing up the experi- 
ences and lessons of the past 30 years in order to promote the Four Moder- 
nizations; an atcitude of seeking truth from the facts prevails every- 
where--in addition to the fact that the central authorities constantly 
stress the importance for the various departments and units and cadres at 
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the various levels to make more and more of an effort to listen to opinions 
expressed by our brethren in Hong Kong and Macao as well as overseas. In 

a word, it is wise to listen to both sides. As long as an opinion is expres- 
sed on the basis of goodwill, it should be worthy of some consideration, some 
study. Even Wei Jingsheng himself should be entitled to appeal to higher 
authorities. I think certain public opinions heard in the Hong Kong area 

are worthy of consideration by the judicial circles of our country.

Worthy of attention is that at present some people do not take the whole 
situation concerning the four modernizations into account, and they also 
disregard international effects. For their own self-interest or the inter- 
ests of a faction, they do some things disadvantageous to stability and 
unity: They wilfully make trouble, gather crowds to create disturbances, 
assault organizations, or mislead the people with cunning words. In short, 
they bring a little disorder into society, divert the people's attention, 
and disrupt the four modernizations. They think a little disorder is good, 
seemingly as if they would be unable to solve their problems if there were 
no disorder. 


Is a little disorder good? During the years when Lin Biao and the "gang of 
four" were running amok, the people experienced enough suffering from dis- 
order. At that time, workers could not keep their minds on their work, 
peasants cuuld not keep their minds on the tilling of land, and students 
could not keep their minds on their studies. The building up of the economy 
and the culture was seriously damaged, and there were some people who even 
lost their lives during the chaos. After the fall of the “gang of four,” 
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the chaotic situation ended. After a long period of disorder, people's 
minds are bent on order and they will not allow a return of disorder: Now, 
whoever wants to create disorder will rum counter to the spirit of the party 
and the people and will naturally be censured by the people. 


Who likes “disorder” the most? Who profits by "disorder"? Lin Biao and 
the “gang of four." They advocated "do not fear disorder," with the objec- 
tive of “seizing power amid disorder." For the people, “disorder” means 
disaster. But the pernicious influence of the "concept of disorder" held 
by Lin Biao and the “gang of four" has still not been eliminated from cer- 
tain persons’ minds. They say that a little disorder is nothing to be 
afraid of and that it doesn't matter much, or even mistakenly think that 
"disorder" is a kind of revolutionary action, According to their logic, 
enemies fear disorder and the masses do not oppose disorder. As a matter 
of fact, enemies do not fear disorder; on the contrary, enemies only fear 
thet the world will not be in disorder, and they are the ones who most 
welcome your disorder, When you are in great disorder is the time for them 
to fish in troubled waters. 


Facts relating to the disorder created by Lin Biao and the “gang of four” 
tell us: Those who suffered from the disorder were not the enemies but 
ourselve .

(Excerpts from 19 December ZHEJIANG RIBAO article): “Anarchism Is 
Corrosive to the Four Modernizations” 


In China, anarchy ran dangerously rampant as a social trend of thought 
in the heyday of Lin Biao and the “gang of four." However, this trend 
of thought did not immediately disappear--it was impossible for it to 
disappear immediately--following their downfall. Today, there are 
still people who, out of personal aims, are fond of promoting anarchy. 
Their doing so has seriously interfered with the political situation 
of stability and unity and the progress of the four modernizations. 


Some promoters of anarchy sought social sympathy and support by claiming 
that they “want to strive for democratic rights." There is no doubt that 
we want to give broad scope to socialist democracy, but we should under- 
stand that the democratic rights we have been talking about are funda- 
mentally different from those advertised by anarchists who do not know 
the dialectical relationship between democracy and dictatorship and 
between democracy and centralism. Nor do they understand the specific 
and class nature of democracy. By advertising extreme democracy and 
absolute freedom, they have actually talked nonsense in their statements 
and have acted wildly in defiance of the law. To safeguard and give 
wider scope to democracy, it is necessary to promote democracy under 

the dict.torship of the proletariat and the centralized leadership of 

the party. Disobeying the decisions of the majority and the discipline 
formulated by organizations faithfully representing the majority is not 
social democracy at all but an antidemocratic act that must be corrected. 
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A pretext used by promoters of anarchy is “in order to oppose and 
eliminate bureaucracy.” Anyone who relies on anarchy to oppose 
bureaucracy is like one who drives away the wolf while leading in the 
tiger. This will certainly create a great deal of misfortune for the 
future. In the turbulence of the past 10 years, anarchism fanned up 
by Lin Biao and the “gang of four” inundated the entire country, 
causing provincial, municipal and autonomous regional government 
organs to be suspended as bureaucratic organs. 


Promoters of anarchism claimed that they “want to solve problems,” 
mistakenly believing that they could, by stirring up trouble and apply- 
ing pressure, force the leadership to immediaceiy solve their problems 
and satisfy their unreasonable demands by breaking regulations stipu- 
lated in current policies. It is extremely wrong to think and act this 
way. Stirring up trouble can in no way solve problems. When the attua- 
tion turns chaotic, it is impossible to carry on normal work and so).ve 
problems that should be and can be solved. If work and production order 
is disrupted, it is impossible to carry on normal production, not to 
speak of accomplishing the four modernizations. The result cannot be 
other than the lowering of the people's standards of living throughout 
the country. Therefore, it is wrong to stir up trouble with or without 
any reasons. Of course, our opposition to stirring up trouble does not 
mean that we will show no concern for or will not try to solve the 
masses’ practical difficulties and problems. Party organizations and 
the leadership at all levels must understand the hardship of the masses 
and listen to their views and appeals. They must take the initiative 
to solve problems that should be and can be solved and not wait until 
the masses come pounding at the door before they begin to pay attention 
to their problems. At the same time, party organizations and the 
leadership at all levels must tell the masses to give consideration to 
the interests of the whole nation, lead them to look forward and to 
avoid quibbling over small issues and stirring up trouble. Everyone 
should understand that the only way to improve living standards is to 
develop production and that there is no hope of solving any problem if 
we fail to increase production. 


Anarchy is a corrosive. We will not allow it to ruin our party and 
state and disrupt our four modernizations program. Party organizations 
and the leadership at all levels must do their work and adopt effective 
measures to stop anarchism from spreading and severely punish the 
individual “black sheep" who refuse to change their ways after repeated 
education.

fanned up, has not been eliminated, because class struggle still exists 
in China's society and because political-ideological education among 
the masses has slackened in some areas. 


The masses of people abhor anarchy because this anti-Marxist trend of 
thought and action is harmful to the political situation of stability 
and unity, which has not been easy to achieve; disrupts the social and 
production order, work, teaching and scientific research; interferes 
with the progress of the four modernizations program; and endangers the 
fundamental interests of the pecple. We must expose the essence of 
this anarchist trend of thought and tell the masses to oppose this 
erroneous trend of thought. 


Suggestions and demands should be reflected through established organi- 
zational procedures. Not through stirring up trouble and promoting 
anarchy. 


(Excerpts from 22 December GUANGXI RIBAO article): “Consolidate and 
Develop the Political Situation of Stability and Unity--A Talk Criti- 
cizing Anarchisna" 


In current social life, anarchist ideas on the issue of democracy find 
expression in the demand for democracy and the exclusion of centralisa, 
discipline, the legal system and dictatorship. Here, we have to clearly 
understand the fundamental difference between socialist democracy and 
anarchism so that we will be able to overcome the influence of anarchist 
ideas, safeguard and give wider scope to socialist democracy, consoli- 
date and develop the political situation of stability and unity and 

work with one heart and one mind for the four modernizations. 


Democracy and centralism shovld be stressed simultaneously. This is 
because our socialist democracy is democracy under centralized 
guidance, that is, democracy under the leadership of an organization. 
Party members have the right to directly inform party organizations or 
even the party Central Committee of their opinions concerning the 
party's line and policies. This means socialist democracy under the 
leadership of an organization. Promoting democracy without the leader- 
ship of an organization will only create chaos and lead to anarchy. 

We must have faith in the party's unyielding principle for giving wider 
scope to socialist democracy and in its ability to systematically solve 
the numerous problems left today from the sabotage of Lin Biao and the 
“gang of four.” If we have opinions we can inform higher levels 
through our party organizations. We should rely on party organizations 
to solve problems, must never ignore democracy under the leadership of 
an organization and must never adopt drastic actions tht will hearten 
our enemies and sadden our friends as a means of applying pressure on 
party organizations and the leadership. A minor issue must be 
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subordinated to a major issue. Stirring up trouble is not justified no 
matter how many reasons are offered. Such an act will harm the state, 
the collective and the individual. We must not do such stupid things 
as promoting anarchism. 


Democracy belongs to the superstructure, and it serves the economic 
base. At present, our aim of giving wider scope tc democracy is to 
bring all positive factors into full play in order to make them serve 
the four modernizations. The modernization program is our top priority 
task at present. At present, what is harmful or beneficial to the 
four modernizations is the criterion for judging the correctness or 
incerrectness of all work. We must clearly distinguish between 
socialist democracy and anaichy, consciously overcome the influence 
of anarchist ideas, jointly safeguard normal and good social order, 
develop the fine situation of stability and unity and accelerate the 
modernization program.

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CCP*S SERIOUS APPROACH TO HUMAN RIGHTS COMMENDED 
Hong Kong DONGXIANG [Trends] in Chinese No 14, 16 Now 79 pp 15-17 


[Article by Jiang Li [3068 5461]: "The Chisese Communist Party Faces the 
Human Rights Question Squarely”] 


[Text] The human rights question, which was at one time avoided and subject 
to a negative attitude on the part of the Chinese Communist Party, has 

now come to be squarely faced by that same party. This reflects how the 
Chinese Communist Party authorities have taken another step forward in get- 
ting rid of the shackles of the “will of the higher officers,” in facing 
realities, and in seeking truth from facts. This is rather pleasing. 


At the beginning of this year, one wave after another of big-character pos- 
ters appeared in Beijing, Shanghai and similar places. and among the themes 
put forward by them, the fairly popular slogan on human rights evoked power- 
ful responses. But in some cases, the expressions proved rather radical, 
such as when the Carter administration was asked to help China's “human 
rights advocates"--a case of asking foreigners to solve China's problems. 


The Big Stick Policy Finds It Difficult To Convince People 


Under such circumstances, personages of the leadership stratum in Beijing 
evidently lost their nerve and thereupon invoked their big stick policy of 
the past to pep themselves up. On April 7, BEIJING RIBAO published a signed 
article entitled, “'Human Rights’ Is Not a Slogan of the Proletariat,” 
which ferociously pointed out: “At a time when the people are today the 
masters of their own house, some have trotted out the question of a ‘de- 
mand for human rights.’ To whom are they putting forward this demand for 
"human rights’? If it is our own comrades who put forward such a demand, 
are they not then demanding such ‘human rights’ from themselves? Behavior 
of this sort not only serves to exclude them from the ranks of the people, 
but also mkes it easier for them to be utilized by the enemy.” "It is ut- 
terly impermissible for us to ‘seek recourse from any physician when facing 
a pressing illness’ and thereby sink sc low so to invoke even the wornout 
weapon ‘human rights,’ which has lceag been used by the bourgeoisie to prop 
up its reactionary dictatorship, as our own supposed good policy for running 
a socialist state.” 
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On 8 April, a signed article publisiied in Shanghai's WEN HUI BAO also took 
up the tune of the BEIJING RIBAO, declaring: "At present, some people in 
our society are propagating the bourgeois slogan of "human rights" as if it 
is something very fashionable. Among them, some are individuals who are 
hostile toward socialism and have a special ax to grind, but most are people 
who do not understand the seriousness of proposing such a slogan in a s0- 
cialist state ihat ca. only weaken the dictatorship of the proletariat." 

"We are opposed to this bourgeois slogan ‘human rights.'" 


These two articles are the first in which the Chinese Communists recently be- 
gan to discuss human rights, and both of them took an absolutely negative 
attitude toward “human rights." 


Negating Human Rights Without Relevant Analysis 


One month later, RED FLAG No 5 published an article entitled, "How Does 
Marxism Look at the Question of ‘Human Rights'?" With the dignity of an of- 
ficial organ of the Chinese Communist Party, this article provided some analy- 
sis of the background of the emergence of the “human rights" slogan; but, 
just as the other two, it took what is partially true for what is said to 
be totally true, generally negating the concept of human rights. The arti- 
cle said: "The slogan ‘human rights’ reflects the demand made by the bour- 
geoisie during the period of the ascendancy of capitalism, for the right to 
economic and political rule; it was an ideological weapon with which the 
bourgeoisie opposed feudal rule and divine right." But it immediately 
pointed out that among those articles that appeared in "Spring in Beijin,” 
“the ‘human rights’ demanded by those shouting the ‘human rights" slogan are 
meant precisely to exact the individualistic freedom and democracy of the 
bourgeoisie. During a certain period, when they shouted the slogan ‘Strue- 
gle for Human Rights’ at the top of their voices, they totally di«regarded 
stability and unity and the interests of the people, ignored the a.'monitions 
of the party and government, made various unreasonable demands, rushed on 
the state organs, beat up and wailed against the cadres, hindered traffic, 
stopped trains, and sabotaged production; and these constituted nothing but 
than the ‘human rights’ they were demanding.” This passage turned all those 
who proposed to “struggle for human rights" into people sabotaging stability 
and unity; a new incriminating label was thus attached to “human rights”: 

"a slogan at variance with the interests of stability and unity.” 


The article also said: “Under the condition in our country when we have al- 
ready achieved victory in socialism, already established the dictatorship 

of the proletariat and a society of socialist democracy, if some people 
again propose the slogan ‘Struggle for Human Rights,’ then it becomes a case 
of not only shooting an arrow without a target but also suggesting a return 
‘to a capitalist society.” 


Obviously, tiese articles inherited the attitudes of avoidance and absolute 


negativism toward human rights as had consistently been displayed by the 
Chinese Communist Party over the years. Along with the publication of 
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these articles, the democracy walls in the various cities were washed and 
painted clean (leaving only the one in Beijing intact). This attitude of 
absolute negativism wittout analysis illustrated how some people in the 
Chinese Communist Party's leadership ranks still chose to view new problems 
with an old pair of spectacles. This attitude may be understandable, but 
it is not one of seeking truth from facts, and it simply will not do. 


Not Daring To Talk About “Human Rights" Is Not Something Easily Understood 


First of all, there is already a very great difference between the "human 
rights" in the mouths of today's advocates and the concept of human rights 
expressed during the Renaissance period--i.e., that "all men are born free, 
equal to and independent from one another.” The talk about human rights 
today has even become an instrument of struggle in international politics 
and an all-inclusive concept concerning rights as a whole. But should this 
concept of “human rights" be shunned simply because there has been some con- 
fusion about it? The answer just has to be negative. During the past 30 
years, China has consistently stuaned the subject and dared not face it 
squarely, while Western countries, imperialist countries, sought on the con- 
trary to make the most out of the human rights question in glowing terms. 
This has given people the impression that the Chinese Communist Party per- 
mitted no human rights and, because o/ an attendant lack of justification, 
therefore dared not utter a single word in this regard. Since under the 
socialist system there are supposed to be more extensive «nd more genuine 
democratic rights than those granted to the people by the capitalist sys- 
tem, then why should there have been such reticence? This is indeed a puz- 
zle that people have trouble understanding. 


Second, the Chinese Communists always say that human rights constitute a 
slogan of the bourgeoisie, as if "human rights" were monopolized by the 
bourgeoisie. But in rea’ity, the human rights slogan was also put forward 
when the Chinese Communists were proceeding with their own democratic revolu- 
tion. During the great "7 February" strike of 1923, the slogan "Struggle for 
Freedom ard Human Rights" was indeed already suggested. In the "Open Let- 
ter to th: Brethren on Resistance Against Japan and National Salvation," 
jointly iusued on 1 August 1935 by the Central Government of the Chinese 
Soviets and the Central Committee of the Chinese Communist Party (namely, 

the 1 August Declaration), the slogan “Let Us Fight for Our human Rights 

and Freedom" was proffered. Since during the stage of this democratic 
revolution, such “human rights” slogans were already put forward, it would 

be logical that, as this democratic revolution ty umphed, "human rights" 
should likewise hav: been realized and even developd, and there should 

have been no reason why anyone should be afraid of talking about them. 
Otherwise, would people not start to suspect that there might have been an 
attempt to "gain people's hearts through deception” to begin with? In this 
case, a harmful pretext would more likely be given to opponents and rivals 
inadvertently. 


“here Is a Social Basis for the “Human Rights" Slogan 
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Third, China is still a country where the democratic system is hardly per- 
fectly established. Especially in the period of chaos and instability of 
the 10 years of the Cultural Revolution, the practices of false accusation, 
family liquidation, grab-and-struggle, random arrest, and random court sen- 
tencing ali contributed toward the emergence of a large number of wrong- 

ful cases, erroneous cases, and false cases of litigation. The people (and 
even high-ranking party and government officials) all lived under "Red 
terror." Even the most elemen.iry personal rights and individual dignity 
on the part of the citizens were subject to unprecedented ravaging disrup- 
tion. And even after the liquidation of the "gang of four," because the 
remnant poison of their extreme leftist policies was still not quite clean- 
sed away and because of the additional havoc caused by the privileges as- 
serted by bureaucrats, incidents whereby the people's personal rights and 
individual dignity were subject to disruption still continued to occur in 
large numbers. For example, the incident of cadres of a production brigade 
tying up and viciously beating commune members in Guizhou, the incident 
where Hebei's Dong Xuzhi was forced to leap from the upper floor of a build- 
ing, the incident where <injiang's Jiang Aizhen committed murder because of 
vengeance, and the wrongs related by countless victims who have appealed 

to higher «ffices in the nation's capital all have served to illustrate how 
such incidents, in which citizens’ rights were seriously infringed, have not 
been limited to the period of Lin Biao and the “gang of four" but extended 
even to this very day. At the same time, it has been also quite obvious 
that there were social "circumstances and conditions” for these incidents 

to take place. Among the people who proposed the slogan "Struggle for Human 
Rights" at the beginning of this year, a large number belong to this cate- 
gory of persons who were wronged and found no outlet for their grievances. 
This was the social basis upon which the human rights slogan aroused rele- 
vant responses. If the slogan "Struggle for Human Rights" and the people 
who put forward such a slogan were all termed factors affecting stability 
and unity, it would be like knocking all the people off a boat with a single 
sweep of the oar--ignoring people's grievunces to the extreme. This is 
bound to arouse the wrath of the people. 


The three factors cited above show that it is impermissible to shun the hu- 
man rights question. For those who make trouble on the pretext of “human 
rights," of course, there must be rebuff and refutation; for those who do 

not correctly comprehend the meaning of “human rights," there should also be 
guidance; but it is even more necessary tc try to eliminate the circum- 
stances and conditions which cause the rights of citizens to be subject to 
random impingement. Only in this way can it be said to be a correct approach. 


Finally, the people discovered that, after severai months of internal maneu- 
vering, there was « conspicuous change on the part of the Beijing authori- 
ties as to their atcitude on the human rights question. And it is believed 
that this change had something directly to do with the second "makeup les- 
son" on seeking truth from facts intended to help officiais at the various 
levels to further emancipate their thinking, relate theory to reality, and 
thereby solve the problems on hand. 
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On 23 October, China's representative at the U. N. General Assembly's Social, 
Humanitarian, and Cultural Committee discussed the human rights question for 
the first time with a clear and basically affirmative attitude, pointing 

out that under today's international circumstances, human rights include not 
only the rights and basic freedoms of individuals but the rights of peoples 
first and foremost. It was also pointed out that the problem of the Indo- 
chinese refugees resulted typically from an infringement on human rights. 


A New View Expressed by GUANGMING RIBAO 


Three days later, GUANGMING RIBAO published a Commentator's article entitled 
"Notes on the Human Rights Question.” This article may be regarded as a re- 
flection of the Chinese Communist Party's overall policy on the human rights 
question today. 


The article pointed out that human rights were an outcome of history; it 
affirmed the historic role played by human rights in tie rising bourgeoisie's 
struggle against feudalism. Thereafter, it outlined the changes that the 
human rights concept has undergone in the past two or three hundred years 

and how it has already become an instrument of struggle in international poli- 
tics in modern times. The Third World has made new demands for human rights 
and is opposed to having human rights activities continually subject to con- 
trol by European standards. Imperialists have utilized the concept to op- 
pose the dictatorship of the proletariat, etc. The artici> was of the opin- 
ion that on the question of human rights, analysis must therefore be conduc- 
ted on the basis of concrete prevailing conditions, and a proper attitude 

and flexible policies should be thereby adopted accordingly; it should not 

be treated with a simplistic attitude. This appears to be an expression 
a‘med at offsetting the absolutely negativistic attitude of the past. 


The article declared that the proletariat did not necessarily negate this 
human rights slogan as a rule, but wished only to proffer its own higher 
demand and goal. This goal is namely to realize communism. By that time, 
every member of society would be in a position to enjoy material abundance, 
with genuine equality finally realized. If this state should really emerge 
one day, it would indeed seem far more superior and ideal than the human 
rights slogan of the moment. Although this way of saying things cannot 
help but make people feel that the goal thus posted is rather remote, from 
the point of view of Communist theory such an interpretation seems of 
course quite rational. Besides, the view is apparently an altogether dif- 
ferent one from the earlier, totally negative stance. 


A Concrete Analysis of the Demand To “Struggle for Human Rights” 


More important, this article made an analysis of the discussions that have 
been going on in Chinese society concerning the “human rights” question. 

It pointed out that some extremely individualistic persons have suggested 
certain enchanting slogans, but in reality they merely uglify the socialist 
system while beautifying capitalist imperialism and opposing the four basic 
principles on the pretext of the "human rights" question. This shows that 
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they harbor certain devious aims. Other people, however, might have learned 
a painful lesson during the period when Lin Biao and the “gang of four" ran 
rampant, when the legal system was subject to impingement, and when citizens’ 
rights were therefore seriously disrupted; meanwhile, they also saw that in 
real life, the practice of suppressing democracy, violating existing laws, 
and infringing on citizens’ rights was still being perpetrated in some pla- 
ces, and th’s made it imperative for them to demand practical protection of 
citizens’ fundamental rights and attendant improvement as well as fuil im 
plementation of the socialist democratic system. For this reason, even 
though some of them used improper language or modes of expression when mak- 
ing such demands, the demands thus made were themselves for the most part 
quite reasonable and proper. This represents the greatest change in the 
Chinese Communist authorities’ view on human rights--a change from regard- 
ing all those who put forward the “human rights” slogan as a factor affect- 
ing stability and unity, to affirming the role of most such people while 
condemning only extremist individuals. This change obviously stems from a 
conclusion that was derived only after a realistic analysis was made of the 
social phenomenon of “demanding human rights." 


A Comparison of Democracy on the Mainland and in Hong Kong and Macao 


There was still another noteworthy passage in the article, which said that 
on the one hand we must seriously seek to solve the problem of institution- 
alizing democracy and reducing it to a system of law, thereby providing ef- 
fective protection for the citizens’ fundamental rights, but, "on the other 
hand, all rights are restricted by certain material conditions and cultural 
levels. Without a relatively developed economy, it is difficult for every 
citizen to fully enjoy his rights, to have work and rest and other economic 
rights and interests.... Only together with a raising of the level of eco- 
nomic and cultural development can citizens’ various democratic freedoms 

and rights be more fully realized." Today, despite the fact that Beijing's 
propaganda machinery has for long periods of time declared how extensive so- 
clalist democracy really is, compared to capitalist democracy, brethren 
living in Hong Kong and Macao often feel otherwise because of their personal 
experiences. One enjoys the freedoms of moving one's residence, looking for 
the job he likes, and publishing what he wishes to write about while liv- 
ing in Hong Kong and Macao, but these would be hard to come by if one lived 
on the mainland. In the past, the Chinese Communists used to shun such ques- 
tions; but from the above passage it appears they are being faced squarely, 
today. The lack of freedom of residence and employment does not in reality 
mean that they are withheld from those who aspire to them, but that their 
availability is restricted by economic conditions. Is this not more con- 
vincing, once it is clearly admitted? 


At any rate, this change of attitude on the part of the Chinese Communists 
with respect to “human rights” is something worth celebrating. When the 

seven laws come into effect on the forthcoming New Year's Day, there will, 
we believe, be even better protection for the rights of the common people.

FUTURE OF DEMOCRATIC PARTIES APPRAISED 
Hong Kong DONGXIANG [Trends] in Chinese No 14, 16 Nov 79 pp 7-8

[Text] From October 11 to 23, mainland China's eight democratic parties and 
the All-China Federation of Industry and Commerce simultanecusly held their 
respective national congresses in Beijing. During this not very short meet- 
ing period of 12 days, they discussed the new tasks that had been set for 
the new era, passed certain resolutions, formulated new charters, and elec- 
ted new leadership organs. 





From the way these democratic party congresses fared, it can be seen that not 
a few new attitudes and outlooks give us reasen for enthusiasm, as they are 
apparently beneficial for the realization of the country's socialist demo- 
cracy. But there also appear to be not a few problems which call for pro- 
found relfection and prudent management. 


A New Page in the History of the Democratic Parties 


It has been some 20 years since the eight democratic parties and the Ail- 
China Federation of Industrv and Commerce last held their congresses. Dur- 
ing the intervening pericc, extremely drastic changes have taken place in 
China's political situation, and members of these democratic parties and 

the All-China Federation of Industry and Commerce have been subjected to 
extremely serious impacts and tests. At a time when the "celebrations of 
the 30th anniversary of the founding of our state” are still in progress to- 
day, the ruling Chinese Communist Party happens to also be facing a histori- 
cal turning point as it calls for the realization of the “Four Moderniza- 
tions” as its new goal, and it is at this important historic hour that the 
various democratic parties have proceeded, in response, to redeploy their 
ranks and cunvene their congresses. This most certainly serves to mark an 
extraordinarily new page in the history of each of them. It is a great 
event for the various democratic parties, a great event in the people's 
political life on the mainland, and also a great event with regard to China's 
march toward socialist mass democracy and realization of overall unifica- 
tion (including Taiwan Province). 
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The reason why I call it "a great event" is not because I am using “propa~ 
ganda" terms in imitation of others but because, by ascertaining the origins 
of this event, by examining the broad ranks of the parties involved, and by 
observing and predicting the trend of future developments, I have reached 
this conclusion myself. 


First, this event has originated from a great shift in the Chinese Communist 
Party's basic line and central leadership: Just as a dispatch of the CHINA 
NEWS AGENCY [as published] has pointed out: "Lin Biao and the ‘gang of four’ 
followed an extreme leftist line and devastated the ranks and hampered the 
activities of the democratic parties as they pleased, so that their work 

was frustrated for as long as 10 years. The convening of these congresses 
today is an indication of the recovery and development that the revolution- 
ary, patriotic united front of our country has gained after the Party Cen- 
tral Committee headed by Chairman Hua smashed the “gang of four” and returned 
the country to order from disorder, and it is also a reflection of the sta- 
bility and unity, the full play of socialist democracy, and the lively and 
vigorous state of political life prevailing in the country at present” 
(dispatch dated 12 October 1979). No doubt, without having the extreme left- 
ist line corrected, it would have been impossible for the democratic par- 
ties to raise their heads. 


The Chinese Communist Party Has Reappraised the Role of the Democratic Par- 
ties 


Second, by this event the various democratic parties have been given the op- 
portunity to have their reputation, status, and role energetically restored 
by the party's central authorities: Deng Xiaoping pointed out in his 
opening remarks at the Second Session of the Fifth Chinese People's Politi- 
cal Consultative Conference: The democratic parties “have now become a 
political alliance as part of the socialist workers and as part of the pa- 
triots who support socialism, who are associated together, and who all are 
political forces led by the Communist Party and work for socialism." 


In his "speech" on the occasion of the 30th anniversary of the founding of 
our state, Ye Jianying said: "The People's Political Consultative Confer- 
ences at all levels and all democratic parties should strengthen their work 
and make still greater contributions to safeguard the unity of the mother- 
land, enhance the solidarity of the people, and promote socialist moderniza- 
tion.” 


On the evening of the 19th of last month [October], when the Chinese Commnun- 
ist Party's Central United Front Work Department entertained representatives 
of the various democratic parties and the All-China Federation of Industry 
and Commerce at a banquet, Deng Xiaoping once again pointed out: "The 
practice of multiparty cooperation has been determined by our concrete his- 
torical and realistic conditions; it is also a characteristic and an asset 
of our political system.... The policy of “long-term coexistence and mutual 
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supervision” has also been carried out. In the course of our present New 
Long March, making pertinent efforts to put into effect mutual supervision, 
to give full play to socialist democracy, and to strengthen the socialist 
legal system under the guidance of the four basic principles is of extreme 
importance to the reinforcement and maintenance of our stability and unity 
and to the joint, efficient handling of our state affairs." 


From what is cited above, we can clearly see that the central authorities 

of the Chinese Communist Party have made a new appraisal in determining the 
progressive class character and the important political role of the vari- 

ous democratic parties. This serves to furnish a powerful historical basis 
and a clear theoretical exposition for the revival of the democratic parties. 


Third, the scale of the meetings held at this time by the congresses of the 
various democratic parties was considerable, and in most cases there also 
was an increase in the ranks of the newly elected leadership. 


Take the Revolutionary Committee of the Kuomintang (abbreviated RCK) as an 
example: it was established in 1948. This was its Fifth National Congress, 
with 351 representatives attending. Among those elected were: Chairman, 
Zhu Wenshan; Vice Chairmen, Wang Kunlun, Zhen Beisheng, L’u Fei, Xu Wu, 

Zhu Xueftan, Fei Canghui, Li Shizhang, Liu Zhongrong, Xian Cangzhao, Zheng 
Dongguo, Gan Zhiseng, Wu Maosun, and Jia Yibin. There were 4] members 
elected to the Standing Committee of the Central Committee, 145 members 

to the Centval Committee, and 51 alternatives to the Central Committee. 


Moreover, there was an increase, compared to previously, in the ranks of the 
China Democratic League (CDL), the China Democratic National Construction 
Association (CDNCA), the China Association for Promotion of Democracy (CAPD), 
the Chinese Peasants’ and Workers’ Democratic Party (CPWD), the China Zhi 
Gong Dang, the Jiu San Society, the Taiwan Democratic Self-Government League 
(TDSGCL), as well as the All-China Federation of Industry and Commerce. 


The local organizations of the various democratic parties and the All-China 
Federation of Industry and Commerce were likewise gradually restored. This 
shows that, although the redeployment wa. preliminary a regards the ranks 
of the various democratic parties, the scile of the expansion was consider- 
able. 


Fourth, if the enthusiasm of the various parties proves to have been fully 
mobilized, its potential will be great. At the banquet, Deng Xiaoping made 
the following remarks: ‘Among your members and those associated with you, 
there is a large number of intellectuals; not a few comrades are expert spe- 
clalists: they are all indispensable, important forces for our moderniza- 
tion progrems.... The military and administrative personnel of the oid Kuo- 
mintang have likewise made use of their specialties and their social vela- 
tions in rendering beneficial contributions to the modernization enterprises 
and in the cause of the overall. unification of the fatherland.” This shows 
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that the Chinese Comm mists are placing great hopes in the various democratic 
parties. It should be said that a broad path most certainly lies before 
the various parties in the years ahead. 


It should be acknowledged that the above-mentioned four aspects are the 
extraordinary, positive aspects of this “great event,” which is of great 
benefit to the general situation in China av weil as to the various demo- 
cratic parties themselves, and is welcomed bj, the vast ranks of the people. 


Hidden Worries Concerning the Lack of Successors 


But during the meetings, not a few problems were also sharply reflected. 


One senior RCK member at the advanced age of 80 indicated at the meeting, 
not without some sadness: “Our meeting here is a meeting of old men." Such 
was indeed the case. The average age of RCK members attending the congress 
was about 72, with not a few reaching their eighties. Those in tneir six- 
ties still belonged to a rather youthful group. The laws of nature are in- 
personal; the days of these representatives are indeed numbered. During the 
30 years since the founding of the state, especially curing the more than 

10 years of the Cultural Revolution, the atmosphere prevailing in society 
was that the democratic parties must stand aside, and that only membership 
in the Communist Party was of any glory. Today, while the Chinese Commun- 
ist Party's central authorities are doing their best to restore the reputa- 
tion of the democratic parties, not much has changed in this kind of social 
pressure. Under such circumstances, even though the democratic parties are 
allowed to develop and expand, whe would want to join their ranks from now 
on? There is real doubt here. Faced with a lack of successors and with the 
prospect of an increasing decline, how can they speak of “long-term coexis- 
tence"? The leaders newly elected by most of the parties have also an aver- 
age age of more than 75. These are old men, indeed! 


How They Can Play a Full Role Is Still a Question 


Furthermore, for a long period, especially in the days of the Cultural Revo- 
lution, the situation concerning the democratic parties has been one of 
“when called upon, they would come out, and when pressure was put on then, 
they would simply lie \ow"; i.e., they have become an ornament which may or 
may not be of any significance. After going through this series of congres-~ 
ses today, their reputation has of course been vociferously restored, but 
whether or ne: they can thus stand erect from now on and play their proper 
role to the fullest extent remains problematical. On the one hand, the 
remnant poison of tho “gang of four™" is still hardly completely cleansed 
from society; persons at the central and provincial levels of the democra- 
tic parties who euffered injustices rehabilitated, bui .«plementa‘icn of 

the new policies at the county and more basic levels still leaves much to 


be desired, and the inclination to discriminate against the democratic parties 




















still persists. On the oraer hand, most of the members of the democratic 
parties still carry the burdens of certain old, historical relationships 

in society; fear lingers in their minds, and they remain timid about pursu- 
ing anything aggressively. Even before the "five Red elements,” they would 
have a sort of inferiority complex, not to mention “mutual supervision” 
directly with the Communist Party itself. Under such circumstances, there 
is really nc point talking about their playing their role to any full ex- 
tent. 


From all this, it is obvious that obstacles are still strewn in the path of 
the democratic parties if they wish to march forward. Generally speaking, 
the convening of the congresses at this time is a fine new beginning. As 
for how to make sure that, on the basis of the redeployment of their leader- 
ship ranks through the convening of these congresses, the democratic par- 
ties might actually play their ful! role--this remains a serious subject to 
be dealt with in China's future political situation.

MAO"S 1936 TALKS WITH EDGAR SNOW PUBLISHED

[Text] Beijing, 26 Dec (XINHUA)--"Mao Zedong’s 1936 Talks With Edgar 
Snow” has been pubiished recently by the People’s Publishing House. 


Recording the many talks Comrade Mao Zedong had with Edgar Snow 
between June and October 1936, when the latter was visiting the 
Shaanxi-Gansu-Ningxia revolutionary base areas, the book falls into 
five parts: "A Communist's Experiences," “The Long March,” “On 
Resistance to Japanese Aggression,” "On the United Front” and “The 
Communist Party of China and World Affairs.” 


The book was edited by Wu Liping, who interpreted for the occasions. 


Owing to the fact that some parts did not have official transcripts and 
tranecripts of the other parts were later lost, the first two parts of 
the present edition have been translated back into Chinese from Edgar 
Snow's book “Red Star Over China” and the last three parts, from two 
English language journals which were being published in Shanghai at 
that time. 


Wu Liping corrected some details about time, places, persons and 
events, mainly in the part entitled “A Communist’s Experiences,” for 
Comrade Mao Zedong talked without notes. Wu Liping als added som 
footnotes. In the preface, Wu Liping described the circumstances in 
which the talks took place, the historical background and content of 
the talks. 


“A Communist's Experiences” is the most important part of all. Comrade 
Mao Zedong, who had stated his intention not to write an autobiography 
and who had seldom talked about his personal experiences even to his 
comrades-in-arms and friends, agreed to relate his life since childhood 
to Edgar Snow only after the latter's repeated requests, and this 
happens to be his only biography. 
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The second part, which is not in a form of a talk, is based on Comrad. 
Mao Zedong’s description of the Long March and incorporates other 
material which Edgar Snow collected from other Chinese comrades. 


The last three parts record Comrade Mao Zedong's analysis of the 
domestic and external situation at the time and his exposition of the 
Communist Party's programme for unity in the resistance to Japanese 
aggression. 


He also predicted that a full-scale war with Japan was inevitable. 
Many of his ideas in the talks were borne out by later developments.

GUANGDONG HOSTS SYMPOSIUM ON WRITING HISTORICAL BIOGKAPHIES

[Text] Guangzhou, 29 Dec (XINHUA)--In writing the biographies of 
historical figures of the Communist Party of China, accurate assessment 
must be made not only of their merits but also of their shortcomings 
and mistakes from the viewpoint of historical materialism and seeking 
truth from facts. 


This was agreed upon by pa ’ticipants at a recent meeting here on 
writing biographies of veteran Chinese communists. 


The meeting was sponsored by the Society on the Historical Figures of 
the Communist Party of China. Since it was set up in March this year, 
the society has compiled 57 biographies with the help of 150 institu- 
tions throughout the country. 


Among the more than 200 participants at the meeting were veteran as 
well as young scholars who are working on party history. They come 
from institutions of higher education, military academies, social 
science research institutes, publishing houses and revolutionary 
museums in 25 provinces, municipalities and autonomous regions. 


The meeting agreed that a scientific approach should be adopted in 
writing about the ideological development as well as other characteris- 
tics of revolutionary leaders. Historical figures must be assessed in 
the light of historical circumstances, history must be respected and 
the historical background must be presented correctly. 


Reports on the study of the revolutionary activities of Zhou Enlai, 
Li Dazhao and [word indistinct] Dehuai were delivered at the meeting 
and experiences on the study of the party's history exchanged. 


The meeting decided to entrust the Shaanxi People's Publishing House 

with publishing the first volume of "Biographies of Historical Figures 
of the Chinese Communist Party" next year. These include Wang Jinmei 
(1898-1925, co-founder of the Chinese Communist Party), Ruan Xiaoxian 
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(1897-1935, one of the leaders wf the party in the early period of 
the pea-suits' movement), Xiao Chunu (1896-1927, famous revolutionary 
in the early period of the narty's struggle). 


Yang Shangkun, second secretary of the C.P.C. Committee of Guangdorz2 
Province, made a speech at the meeting. He said that, before the 
Cultural Revolution began, the Central Committee and Chairman Mao 
Zedong had organized a group headed by Dong Biwu to write a history 

of the party. But the Cultural Revolution had interrupted its efforts. 





"Today it is extremely necessary to write a good and faithful history 
of the party and varry forward its revolutionary tradition," Yang 
Shangkun said. “It is important to study the historical figures of 
our party and their deeds, in order to get a better understanding of 
the party's history." 


He expressed his willingness to provide the researchers with whatever 
material he had.

[Excerpts] At the first meeting of the Standing Committee of the Seventh 
Shanghai Municipal People's Congress, the committee members listened to a 
report by (Lin Daosheng), deputy director of the municipal public secur- 

ity bureau, on the social order and public security situation. 


Since National Day last year, public security and judicial organs at 
various levels in the city, under the leadership of party committees and 
government organizations at vairous levels and relying on the masses’ 

active support, have as a major task gone all out to st:enghten social 
order and public security. They have concentrated on striking at active 
criminals committing murders, robberies, rapes and instigating mass brawls. 
In November and December last year, a number of such cases were cracked in 
the city, and a number of criminals were arrested according to the law. At 
the same time, some lawbreakers were taken in for reeducation through labor, 
or organized to do forced labor; a number of deadly weapons were seized; and 
more than 145,000 yuan worth of stolen money and other stolen goods, in- 
cluding clocks, watches and television sets were captured. 


Under these continuing blows, the criminals’ arrogance has been checked, 
and under the pressure of the strong measures against criminal activities 
and the influence of the party's policy, more than 200 lawbreakers have 
surrendered themselves to public security organizations. 


The meeting held that although the state of public security has now im- 
proved somewhat, it is necessary to continue to grasp firmly and well the 
work in this area. Especially around the time of the spring festival, the 
tasks of maintaining social order, firefighting and traffic control will 
be even more arduous.

Escaped criminals 
from reform-through-labor farms and escaped persons from reeducat ion- 
through-labor institutions must be tracked down, and those who have 
committed new crimes must be dealt with resolutely. 


The meeting emphatically pointed out: At present, a very small number of 
people want only individual democracy and not the socialist legal system 
and only freedom and not discipline, even to the extent of creating dis- 
turbances, hurting the interests of the masses of people and disrup”’ing 
social order.

CHINA’S MILITARY POSTURE VIS-A-VIS USSR DISCUSSED

tion to intervene militarily in China while that 
country is still weak and still lacks modern weapons 
is rated as strong by military experts and observers 
like Edward Luttwak and Drew Middleton, and also by 
the Chinese. Herbert Kremp, DIE WELT correspondent 
in Beijing, summed up the available information in a 
talk he gave before the Command College of the Bunde- 
swehr in Hamburg. 


The assump*ion that there will be a war offers the best insight into the 
PRC's ability to defend itself. Four different attack scenarics fall 
into the category of probability. A Soviet incursion along the entire 
8,000-kilometer length of the Soviet-PRC border is not one of those four. 
The 54 Soviet divisions do not suffice for that. However, that force can 
concentrate on targets whose capture or destruction would reveal China's 
weaknesses and make her unable to make use of her few strengths: 


l. Taking bites, as a shark does, which would separate Xinjiang in the 
northwest and/or northeastern Manchuria from the rest of the PRC; 


2. Landing operations along the Chinese coast; 


3. Nonnuclear strategic strikes against industrial centers and the 
infrastructure; 
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4, A strategic nuclear strike directed against the Chinese nuclear poten- 
tial. 


In regard to Scenario l, a shark's bite directed against the province of 
Xinjiang would be aimed at the Chinese nuclear research installations in 
Lopnor, but its purpose would be punitive rather than dferunrive--that 

it would be carried out to gain prestige. It would involve the least risr 
and the least benefit for the Soviet Union. That region is thinly settled 
and, aside trom the dominating Tianshan mountain chain, it consists of 
desert. it is hard to defend, and there is no way it can be defended in 

a national war. 


On the other hand, the Manchurian provinces are thickly settled and wore 
thoroughly divided up into individual components. An attack would be ex- 
pected to come by way of the southwest passage from Viedivostok, along 
the Yalu River into the Liaoning Peninsula and through the northeast pas- 
sage from Outer Mongolia across the interior into the province of Hebei. 
The pincers movement would be executed in the Peking-Tienjin area and 
would cut off the Shenyang, Ansian, Port Arthur (Lueshun) and Dairen 
(Dalian) industrial and port center. 


We shall leave unanswered, for the moment, the question as to whether the 
Soviets would use nuclear weapons in this case. But we can take 4s a 
Starting point the assumption that the pincers movement would be carried 


forward with all possible force by the nucleus of the mechanized army and 
tactical air formations. The Soviets have concentrated offensive forces 
opposite Manchuria. Around Khabarovsk and Vladivostok, on the Transsi- 
berian Railway and in Outer Mongolia, there are several hundred nuclear 
missiles (MRBM's) with ranges between 800 and 1,600 kilometers, and far- 
ther to the west there are even 150 SS-9's (ICBM's) with a range of 

12,000 kilometers. The air force has stationed 900 to 1,400 aircraft of 
the MiG-23, MiG-25 and SU-19 types--attack aircraft and Backfire bombers-- 
there. 


The Soviet Army is equipped with modern weapons. They do not drive any 
"vehicles they were unable to sell elsewhere," as is claimed now and then. 
The Frog theater nuclear weapon has a range of more than 110 kilometers. 
Approximately 20 percent of the 54 divisions (with each one having a war- 
time strengta of 11,000 men) located on the northern Chinese border be- 
long in the so-called Category i: armored divisions, each having 260 tanks 
and 370 armored vehicles at from 75 to 100 percent of wartime strength. 
T-54, T-62 and T-70 tanks are in use. 


Moscow's Weak Point Is Supply 


However, to mention the vulnerable points of the Soviet military appartus 
also constitutes a part of the picture. The most important weak point is 
supply logistics in the Soviet Union itself. Fifty-four divisions re- 
quire 40,000 to 50,000 tons of freight and 5,000 men as replacements 
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every day, but the Transsiberian Railway can only transport 12,000 tons 
per day. And to that must be added the fact that military goods, as a 
rule, are not suitable for stockpiling. The railroad runs in the vicinity 
of the border (the second line, located farther to the north, is not fini- 
shed) and is vulnerable. 


Shipments by sea (to Vladivostok, Khabarovsk, Korsakov and Sovietskaya, 
Gavan and Petropavlovsk) take 50 days from Murmansk and 30 days from the 
Black Sea. Some of the ports are not open year-round. The some 500 
freighters that would be needed for continuously supplying the forces in 
the Far East are vulnerable to submarine attacks. If the Soviet air trans- 
port fleet is used (it is being tested in Vietnam), 1,500 aircraft can 
carry approximately 20,000 tons of freight, and that is half the require- 
ment for one day. 


The Chinese forces are greatly inferior to the Soviet forces qualitatively. 
Of the 129 divisions (each having 16,000 men) in the central armed forces, 
only 1l are armored. The People's Liberation Army does not have theater 
nuclear weapons, cooperation with the tactical air fleet is inadequate 

and its principal weapons are obsolete F-6's, F-9's and MiG-19's, plus 
MiG-21's (a further Chinese development). They do not have any air-to- 
air missiles (I only saw mounting supports). As a consequence of the 
Soviet air superiority, Chinese formations cannot operate in exposed 
terrain. There are no Hawk missiles (for medium-altitude defense)--only 

a few SAM-2's. Aside from that, the army in any case is lacking equip- 
ment and logistic means for broad, wide-ranging operations (especially 
beyond national borders). 


In discussions of military policy it is often maintained that China's 
army ought to be equipped with armor-piercing weapons and air-defense 
missiles on a priority basis. That is true, but it is not enough. The 
Soviets would attack with concentrations of tanks, armored personnel car- 
riers, artillery and aircraft--with "breakthrough weapons" of the two 
branches of the service. The Chinese would have to be able to oppose 
them with 10,000 modern battle tanks and modern artillery and aircraft. 
It would only be in that combination that remote-controlled antitank 
weapons (Hot's, Milan's and Cobra's) and air defense could be effective. 


But the Chinese presently have only 10,000 obsolete T-59, T-60 and T-62 
(amp*ibious) tanks, with a maximum weight of 36 tons, and 4,000 personnel 
carriers. The tanks do not have enough armor, and their mobility 

(speed) is insufficient. They do not have serve-steering, laser sight- 
ing devices or weapon-stabilization apparatus (for firing while in 
motion). Their ammunition is the same as that which was used in World 
War Il. 


In regard to Scenario 2, in view of the length of the Chinese coast and 
the mobility of the Soviet Pacific Fleet, that coast is hard to defend. 
The Soviets have 60 surface (blue water) ships with a tonnage above 1,000, 
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140 of less than 1,000 tons (minelayers) and 100 suomarines in the Pacific. 
All Soviet submarines can lay mines, and so can the TU-16 and TU-95 navy 
bombers. 


The fleet practices landing maneuvers on the northern Kuriles, which are 
claimed by Japan, and it has been able to move its position 3,800 kilomet. 
father to the south in connection with the Chinese-Vietnamese conflict, mak- 
ing use of the ports of Haiphong, DaNang and Kompong Som in Southeast Asia. 
The strategic targets on the border between the Pacific and the Indiana 
Ocean lie within range, and particularly the Strait of Malacca an the 
Karimata and Sunda Straits, which are the bottlenecks of the Japavese oil 
supply systen. 


The Chinese have 120 guided-missile destroyers and patrol boats, 240 torpe- 
do boats, 90 diesel-propelled submarines and one (or wo) nuclear-propelled 
submarines, without any nuclear missiles. The attacking capability of the 
submarines should not be underestimated. However, whether or not they 
could break a blockade is doubtful. China does not have an air force which 
would be capable of getting the Soviet battle fleet into serious trouble. 
Her defense against enemy submarines is also weak. 


In regard to Scenario 3, so-called "surgical strikes"--non-nuclear strikes 
against central industrial installation and infrastructures, in this case-- 
would constitute a special variant of forcible Soviet intervention in the 
Chinese economy. As in the case of Scenarios 1 and 2, Peking also does 

not have any potential for deterrence here, either. 





If we can believe what the assistant chief of staff, Wu, says, the PRC 
would not use nuclear weapons in case this variant of an attack is carried 
out. However, because of the lack of balance between attacking and defense 
potential, it would have to take heavy losses. They could amount to the 
equivalent of a setback of more than 10 years. Therefore, this scenario 
might be especially attractive for the Soviet strategists. Moscow could 
speculate on achieving the utmost effect while suffering scarcely any 
penalty at all. The Soviet TU-95 Backfire and SU-19 bomber types can 

carry explosive charges of enormous destructive power for intermediate- 
range distances 2,000 km to the Chinese key industries in the Shenyang/ 
Anshan and Peking/Tienjin areas. Civil defense has been moved ahead 

there by the construction of tunnels, but the production factories are 

just about defenseless. The few SAM-2 missiles can be jammed electroni- 
cally. Radars, electronic data-processing, interception weapons and guided 
missiles are lacking for the defense of specific points. 


The total number of aircraft is just as deceiving as the number of ships. 
Of the PRC's approximately 5,000 aircraft, 500 are MiG-15's and F-6's or 
F-9's (attack aircraft), 4,000 are MiG-17/19 fighters, 56 are TU-16's and 
400 are 11-28 medium-range bombers. The number of MiG-21's may not ex- 
ceed 120. It is doubtful whether the fighter type can be further developed 
by installing Spey engines from Rolls-Royce. 
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Aircraft like the Mirage F-1 or F-4, the Tornado AD, the F-14 or the F-15 
would have to be used against the new Soviet aircraft types. The trans- 
action in regard to the vertical-takeoff “Harrier” is interesting. It 
attracted the attention of the Chinese at the aviation show in Farnborough 
in 1978. London is delivering 36 aircraft now, in spite of Soviet pro- 
tests. Originally, they were talking about 100, and those were to be 
followed by 200 built under license. Rumor has it that China would like to 
obtain computers, Lockheed C-141 transport aircraft, satellite cameras 

and radar equipment for modernizing its air force and air defense (early 
warning system) from the United States. They will have to wait for the 
visit by American Secretary of Defense Brown to Peking next year. 


Damage Resulting from the Late Maoist Period 


In regard to Scenario 4, information regarding Chinese nuclear armament in 
MILITARY BALANCE is meager. Wu, the assistant chief of staff, said last 
year that China does not want to participate in the nuclear armaments 

race of the superpowers, but rather that she wants to maintain an armaments 
status which will give that country "standing" in the defense and disarma- 
ment dispute. 


The PRC regards nuclear weapons as a deterrent force, or, more precisely, 
as a second-strike capability. The Soviet Union regards them as an at- 
tacking force, or first-strike capability. The doctrines of the two 
nations differ, and what the Chinese want is to develop a system of "nu- 
clear responses" that has no gaps and, by means of defensible launching 
installations, to hold a final, announced, annihilating response in readi- 
ness in case the Soviets should initiate a total attack. 


According to available information, there are gaps in the Chinese systen. 
The Soviet challenge consists, first of all, in theater nuclear weapons, 
and the Chinese do not have any. Peking's first nuclear response would 
be to use medium-range missiles, and, if that were to happen, Moscow could 
execute a superior return blow. One-third of its arsenal of unerring 
SS-20's (IRBM's)--40 systems with 120 warheads--has been put into posi- 
tion opposite China. With a range of 5,000 kilometers, they can reach 
any target in the PRC--the depots for strategic weapons just as much as 
factories and technological installations. The Chinese have nothing of 
equal value to oppose to this weapon as far as number of weapons and 
accuracy in hitting the target are concerned. 





This second gap is the decisive one. The Chinese ability to respond is, 
indeed, sufficient to lay waste a number of enemy cities or regions in 
case of a Soviet blow at the nervous system of production and defense, 
but in doing so they are not able to affect the Soviets’ ability to 
attack. 


It is not known whether the Chinese have already put ICBM's in position. 
There are rumors. The satellite launchings indicate that the SS-9 inter- 
continental missile (with a range of more than 12,000 kilometers) is 
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developed technically. However, IRBM's are sufficient against the 
Soviet Union. On 18 July 1978, the Xinhua News Agency reported that a 
balistic medium-range missile had been fired successfully across 3,500 
kilometers from the province of Jirin (Kirin) to Xinjiang (Sinkiang) in 
November 1977. MILITARY BALANCE speaks of from 50 to 70 SS-2's (IRBM's) 
which fly more than 2,400 kilometers. In addition, there are from 40 to 
50 SS-1's (MRBM's) with a range of from 1,000 te 1,500 kilometers. fox 
nuclear strikes over a distance of 3,200 kilometers, 90 bombers of the 
TU-lo type (apparently one-way flights) can be used. Up to the present, 
the missiles are liquid-propellant missiles. 


An exchange of strikes between the superior and the inferior nuclear 
powers would probably take place in the following manner: The Soviet 
Union would launch 20 SS-20's with 60 warheads in an initial attack wave 
against 200 targets in the PRC. According to a calculation on which even 
Edward Luttwak, of Georgetown University in Washington, D.C., relies, 28 
targets would survive that attack, among which a number of launching 
installations for strategic weapons might be included. After the second 
wave, only eight targets would still survive. After that, it still 
might be possible for the Chinese to obliterate some cities in Siberia, 
but doing that would exhaust their ability to respond and the country 
would be lifeless. 


Going by these scenarios, a pessimistic prediction regar cing che coming 

5 years is indicated. The neglected opportunities and backwardness that 
are due to the national state of development cannot be made up for by the 
country's “own strength alone," as a popular Chinese saying puts it. 

Even wars of the Korean War type, of the type of the campaign against 
India (1962) and the Vietnam war of February and March 1979 cannot be 
waged by the People's Liberation Army without great, and almost incalcul- 
able, risk. 


The Vietnam war--the most recent example--had a political objective 

which was not achieved: Vietnam was to be forced to withdraw from Cambo- 
dia, and, if at all possible, to give up its dominating position in Laos. 
The attack had to be launched through monsoon forests in the east and 
through mountainous terrain in the western part of Vietnam. Originally, 
it was planned to last 6 days (thereafter, Chinese diplomats were already 
reporting the withdrawal), but then it was extended further on counter- 
orders from the Politburo and the Military Commission. The reason: The 
breakthrough did not succeed on the strength of the initial impetus, and 
not even the minimal "victory date" of the "punishment" of the enemy 
could be achieved. 


This was due less to equipment deficiencies (although the lack of modern 
engineering apparatus and communications instruments attracted attention), 
and certainly not at all to the use of soldiers who operated in raiding 
parties, but rather to the tactical training and the tactical leadership. 
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The enemy often proved to be more skilled tactically in the (easier) posi- 
tion of the defender. National Vietnamese armed forces were used only in 
the battles for Long Son. Regional forces performed most of the work, but 
in Vietnam those forces have modern equipment. 


The Chinese did, indeed, show that they dare to wage war, but their ability 
and the depth of their penetration were limited. The undertaking was not as 
brilliant as the Vietnamese lightning campaign against Cambodia in January, 
although it did not encounter the main body of the Pol Pot forces. Like a 
package of sugar cubes, it fell apart after the first, crashing collision 
into a hundred small units which have been carrying on a guerrilla-type 

war involving heavy losses against the Vietnamese since then. In my opinion, 
one important purpose of the war against Vietnam was to demonstrate publicly, 
within certain limits and without too great a risk, the extent to which 
Chinese defense had suffered from the radicalism of the late Maoist period-- 
that is, it was intended to educate the Chinese people.

'GUANGMING RIBAO' HONORS MEMORY OF GENERAL YANG HUCHENG

[Text] Thirty years have elapsed since the death of Gen Yang Hucheng. 
General Yang was a great patriot and national tero who dedicated all 
his life to the national democratic revolution. In his early years, 

he joined the 1911 revolution and the punitive expedition against the 
monarchist movement led by Yuan Shikai, supported the three main 
policies laid down by Dr Sun Yat-sen of alliance with Soviet Russia, 
admission of the communists and aid to the workers and peasants, 
responded to the call for the northern expedition and later practiced 
long-term cooperation with the CCP. He supported the people's revolu- 
tionary struggles and the policies formulated by the CCP on the estab- 
lishment of a national united front against Japan and helped form and 
develop this united front at a moment when the fate of the Chinese 
nation hung in the balance, by launching the Xian mutiny, which shook 
the world. During the 12 years when he was jailed by Chiang Kai-shek, 
he upheld the patriotic and democratic stand and was impervious to the 
temptation of high office and fearless of coercive measures and finally 
died a hero's death. His meritorious deeds have gone down in the annals 
of Chinese history. Today as the people throughout our country are 
developing the patriotic united front and working toward the reunifica- 
tion of the motherland and the realization of the four modernizations, 
we cherish more the memory of General Yang Hucheng, who made important 
contributions to the cooperation between the CCP and the Kuomintang. 


Resolute Supporter of Democratic Revolution 


Yang Hucheng was born in 1893 in a poor peasant family in Pucheng 
County, Shaanxi Province. When he was 15, his father was killed by the 
Qing government. From then on, he had to support the whole family and 
life became very difficult for him. Yang Hucheng as a young peasant 
was gradually awakened to the savage political suppression and economic 
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exploitation to which the people were subjected and was full of hatred 
for landlords, local bullies and bad gentry as well as the Qing govern- 
menc. 


From the end of the 19th century to the beginning of the 20th century, 
imperialists intensified their aggression against China, but the Qing 
court became more and more corrupt and impotent. The woe-stricken 
Chinese people could tolerate no more. At that time, many people with 
lofty ideals rose up to seek the truth that could save China. In 1905, 
Dr Sun Yat-sen organized the Chinese revolution in China. Under the 
influence of Sun Yat-sen's revolutionary ideas and the revolutionary 
activities of the CRL, Yang Hucheng gradually changed from a peasant 
who had waged spontaneous struggles against local despotism into a 
staunch democratic revolutionary in the midst of revolutionary strug- 
gles against the Qing government and northern warlords. 





In 1908, Jing Wumu, a famous CRL member in Shaanxi, set up an educa- 
tional association in Pucheng County and disseminated the CRL's revolu- 
tionary ideas. The Pucheng County authorities cruelly clamped down on 
these activities and killed one student during a scuffle. This created 
a furor and was called the "Pu case." After that, educational circles 
in Shaanxi and Shaanxi natives in Beijing became very indignant. They 
all demanded that the killers be duly punished. So the _uthorities 
were forced to dismiss the county magistrate. The "Pu case” gave rise 
to the earliest revolutionary mass movement against the Qing government 
that ever happened in Shaanxi with students as the mainstay. It also 
marked the first victory for Sun Yat-sen's revolutionary ideas since 
they had been disseminated in Shaanxi. This victory greatly inspired 
young peasant Yang Hucheng, who realized for the first time that the 
decadent Qing court was nothing so frightening and that to save thenm- 
selves, poor peasants must get united and fight just like the students 
in the "Pu case." 





The victory of the Shaanxi revolutionaries in the "Pu case" enlightened 
Yang Hucheng greatly. Together with other poor peasants in his village, 
Yang formed the Mid-Autumn Society, whose aim was to fight against the 
rich and help the poor. The membership of the society soon reached 
several hundred, making the society a very influential organization in 
the area in the peasants’ spontaneous struggles against tyranny. 


On 10 October 1911, the Wuchang Uprising took place, with the people 
throughout the country warmly responding to its call for the overthrow 
of the Qing government. Yang Hucheng and a number of the Mid-Autumn 
Society members also took part in the 1911 revolution. Although the 
revolution succeeded in putting an end to the Qing dynasty, it failed 
to radically transform the political and economic situation in China, 
still less did it enable poor peasants to taste the sweet of victory. 
After he had spent 2 years fighting for the revolution, Yang Hucheng 
returned to his native village, hoping to support his aged mother and 
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young brother by working hard. [HKO81205] However, landlords and bad 
gentry were extorting excessive taxes and levies in the same way as 
before the revolution. During the summer of 1914, a local despot in 
Pucheng County in the name of Li Zhen went down to the countryside and 
personally pressed for the payments of debts and land rent from the 
peasants. Wherever he went, his tenants were seized with fear and 
people grew very indignant about his exorbitant rent rates and out- 
rageous ways of collecting debts. Having received the baptism of war, 
Yang Hucheng decided to help the poor peasants get rid of this local 
despot. Yang Hucheng and members of the Mid-Autumn Society defeated 
the henchmen of Li Zhen in a fight and killed the despot. This won 
great fame for Yang Hucheng, and peasants from nearby areas flocked in 
the hundreds to join the ranks of the Mid-Autumn Society. Under Yang's 
leadership, the peasants attacked government tax bureau convoys and 
seized a lot of money to buy arms. In the beginning, they had only one 
gun but later the number of firearms in their hands reached more than 
100. They carried out armed struggles against local bullies in the 
counties in the Dongfu region of the Shaanxi Province. By now, they 
had developed into an armed force with high combat effectiveness and 
extensive support from the masses. 


In 1915, when Yuan Shih-kai betrayed the ideals of the republic and 
started his shameless drive for emperorship, Yang Hucheng and his 

armed peasant force joined the nationwide movement against Yuan. This 
marked the real start of Yang Hucheng's military life. In 1917 Dr Sun 
Yat-sen initiated and led the movement to safeguard legality and fight 
the northern warlords. Yu Youren and Jing Wumu responded to Sun's call 
and formed the National Pacification Army in Shaanxi. Yang Hucheng and 
his troops also joined the army. When the movement to safeguard 
legality later ended in failure, the National Pacification Army was 
mostly reorganized and absorbed into the troops of the Hebei warlords 
Tsao Kun and Wu Pei-fu. Tsao and Wu also intended to draw Yang Hucheng 
to their side but failed in luring him by promise of gain. Yang Hucheng 
said that “everyone has his own ideal" and that one “should preserve his 
revolutionary noral integrity.” After trying in vain to rope in Yang 
Hucheng, Wu Pel-fu launched a military attack on Yang's troops. Yang 
and his troops fought in isolation and were hardly able to hold their 
ground. So Yang Hucheng arranged an armed escort for Yu Youren, the 
commander in chief of the National Pacification Army, to go to Guangdong 
via Sichuan and ask Dr Sun Yat-sen for help. In the meanwhile, Yang 
Hucheng himself led the troops along a 1,000-1li tortuous route and 
retreated to northern Shaanxi. In this way, Yang preserved the only 
revolutionary force in Shaanxi under Dr Sun Yat-sen's banner of demo~ 
cratic revolution. Yang was the only one among the generals of the 
National Pacification Army who did not buckle under the attacks from 

the northern warlords. Yang Hucheng would not have been able to achieve 
all this without the inspiration of staunch revolutionary spirit. 
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In northern Shaanxi, Yang concentrated his attention on the training of 
his troops and the improvement of their military and political quality. 
He also sent Yao Danfeng to Shanghai to report to Dr Sun Yat-sen on the 
situation in the northwest and solicit Sun's advice. In January 1924 
with the help of the CCP, Dr Sun Yat-sen convened the First National 
Congress of the Kuomintang in Guangzhou. The congress decided to 
reorganize the Kuomintang, cooperate with the CCP and practice the 
three major policies of alliance with Russia, alliance with the CCP 

and assistance to the peasants and workers. Yao Danfeng attended the 
congress on Yang Hucheng's behalf and was received by Dr Sun, who 
warmly praised Wang's revolutionary spirit. Yang had asked Yao to 
convey his wish to become a member of the Kuomintang. This was 
approved by Sun, who arranged the registration of Yang's membership. 

To Yang Hucheng's great deep grief, Dr Sun Yat-sen passed away in 
Beijing in March 1925. The saddened Yang sent his personal representa- 
tive to the memorial ceremony and presented an elegiac couplet in 

Dr Sun's memory. 





With the first alliance between the CCP and the Kuomintang in effect, 
the national revolutionary government in Guangdong actively prepared 
to launch the Northern Expedition while making energetic efforts to 
consolidate its revolutionary base area in Guangdong. To check the 
advance of the Northern Expeditionary Army, Wu Pei-fu se:t 100,000 
troops led by Liu Zhenhua into Shaanxi in early 1926. Their aim was 
to annihilate any armed force that maintained contact with the revolu- 
tionary government in Guangdong and preempt any attack on their flanks 
and rear. By the beginning of April that year, Liu Zhenhua's troops 
reached the suburbs of Xian. 





Inspired by the upsurge in the revolutionary situation all over China 
and under strong demands from the people in Shaanxi for resolute 
resistance against the northern warlords, Yang Hucheng took the drastic 
action of sending the Third Division of the Third Army of the National 
Revolutionary Corps under his command into the city of Xian. There he 
started the 8-month battle in defense of Xian and in support of the 
Northern Expedition. [HKO81210] The battle was fought under extremely 
adverse conditions. Yang's troops were beset with an acute shortage of 
ammunition and army provisions and there was no hope of any outside 
help. Under such circumstances, Yang Hucheng inspired his subordinates 
with his exemplary actions and worked with them through thick and thin. 
He succeeded in uniting with other Shaanxi troops inside Xian City and 
overcoming the extreme difficulties. With the support from progressive 
organizations led by the CCP and the masses of the people, Yang Hucheng 
and his troops withstood the rigid test of numerous fierce battles and 
won the final victory in the defense of the city of Xian. The battle 
began prior to the start of the Northern Expedition and ended more than 
1 month later than the occupation of Wuhan by the Northern Expeditionary 
Army. It pinned down a 100,000-strong army of Wu Pei-fu's troops and 
prevented Wu from drawing material and manpower support from the

northwest for his resistance to the Northern Expedition launched from 
Guangdong. This greatly contributed to the smooth progress of this 
expediticn. Once the battle was over, Yang Hucheng led his troops out 
of Xian, went eastwar' through Tongguan and took part in the Northern 
Expedition. 


Facts show that General Yang Hucheng was a faithful student of and 

brave fighter for Dr Sun Yat-sen. Being a thorough national democratic 
revolutionary, he made positive contributions to the first revolutionary 
civil war and the first period of cooperation between the CCP anc the 
Kuomintang. 


Long-Term Cooperation With the CCP 


From the beginning of the great revolution, General Yang Hucheng became 
an old friend of the CCP and cooperated with our party for a long time. 
In the winter of 1922 after he and his troops had arrived in northern 
Shaanxi, Yang Hucheng made the acquaintance of one of the founders of 
the Shaanxi provincial CCP organization--Comrade Wei Yechou. That was 
the beginning of General Yang's relationship and cooperation with the 
CCP. By associating with Comrade Wei, Yang Hucheng obtained some 
understanding about the political stand, principles and policies of the 
CCP and accepted many new ideas. All this played an important role in 
later days when Ceneral Yang Hucheng became aware of the inevitable 
course for the Chinese revolution, agreed to and upheld the three major 
policies laid down by Dr Sun Yat-sen and acted in cooperation with 

the CCP. 


From then on, there were always CCP organizations inside the ranks of 
General Yang Hucheng's army and quite a number of communists held 
important posts in it. These CCP members were trusted and valued by 
General Yang. While General Yang offered a lot of help to the CCP, 

his revolutionary consciousness was greatly enhanced as a result of the 
care shown and the education provided by the CCP. This also led to the 
gradual transformation of the troops under his command. 


On 12 April 1927, Chiang Kai-shek betrayed the revolution and unleashed 
a fierce attack on the communists and revolutionary masses, slaughtering 
many of them. When White terror swept the country, Wei Yechou, Nan 
Hanchen, Jiang Tingsong and a number of other communists came to the 
areas in Taihe County in Anhui Province, where General Yang's troops 
were stationed. Generai Yang warmly received and protected this batch 
of communists and appointed them to important military and political 
posts. What deserves to be particularly recounted is the fact that at 
a time when the revolution was at a low ebb, General Yeung applied to 
the Northern Anhui Special Provincial CCP Committee for admission into 
the CCP. Although this was not granted, it gave expression to General 
Yang's extremely precious determination to carry on the revolution. In 
the spring of 1928, the Northern Anhui Special Provincial CCP Committee

intended to organize an insurrection. General Yang considered that the 
time was not ripe for it but it was not convenient for him to stop it. 
Before the insurrection took place, he went abroad. On leaving his 
troops, he told his Chief of Staff Sun Weiru: "I invited these friends 
here, so we must not let them down. We must show respect for morality 
and maintain our principled stand so that we can still be friends with 
them in the future." Soon after, the insurrection in Taihe ended in 
failure and some renegades revealed the identities of a lot of com- 
munists. Sun Weiru acted on Yang Hucheng's instructions and did nothing 
to harm them. Instead, he gave each of the communists enough money for 
their fares to go elsewhere and sent them safely out of Taihe County. 


After Yang Hucheng became chairman of the provincial government of 
Shaanxi in 1930, there were many communists and progressives among his 
aides and military officers. Comrade Nan Hanchen was given the impor- 
tant position of secretary general of the provincial government of 
Shaanxi while Du Bincheng was appointed secretary general of the provin- 
cial government of Gansu. Comrades Zhang Hanmin, Wang Taiji, Xu 
Quanzhong, Zhao Shoushan and Wang Genseng assumed important military 
duties during various periods. Comrades Jiang Tingsong, Yang Mingxuan, 
Yang Xiaochu, Jiang Longji and Song Qiyun were among the top aides of 
Yang Hucheng. General Yang always thought highly of progressive intel- 
lectuals and set great store by training progressive youchs. He suc- 
cessively sent many young people abroad to further their studies and 
then appointed them to various political and military posts of impor- 
tance or enabled them to help shape his major policies. 


{HKO81215] General Yang Hucheng once was in touch with the Red Army 

in northern Shaanxi led by Comrades Liu Zhidan, Xie Zichang and others. 
General Yang gave them assistance in the purchase and transportation of 
arms and military supplies. He also exerted efforts to protect the 
Special Northwest CCP Branch headed by Comrades Xie Hua and Xu Bin and 
supported the activities carried out by progressive organizations under 
the leadership of the CCP. For example, in 1935 after the outbreak of 
the 9 December student movement in Beijing, General Zhang Xueliang sent 
a telegram from Nanjing to the Northeast University inviting the 
students there to send a delegation to visit Shaanxi. In January 1936 
when the joint delegation of the Peiping Students Association and the 
Northeast University headed by Comrade Song Li arrived in Shaanxi, 
General Yang Hucheng personally received Song Li and donated funds to 
facilitate the delegation's activities in Shaanxi. At the same time, 
General Yang invited Comrade Song Li to give a talk to the officers in 
his headquarters on the anti-Japanese struggle in the north and the 
student movement in Beijing at the time. General Yang officiated at 
the meeting and praised the patriotism of the students. At the end of 
the meeting, he took the lead in shouting the slogan: "Long live the 
anti-Japanese cause of the students!" 
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In 1933, the Fourth Army Corps of the Red Army arrived in northern 
Sichuan and stationed itself near Hanzhong County where some of General 
Yang's troops were deployed. General Yang contacted the underground 
organization of the COP in Shaanxi through Du Bincheng and sent Com- 
rades Zhang Hanbui and Wu Zhiping to northern Sichuan, whe.e the two 
parties arrived at an agreement not to use force against ez#-h other. 
The Red Army sent Comrade Xu Yixin and others to Hanzhong County to act 
as liaison officers. 


In the wake of the 18 September incident of 1931, the contradiction 
between the Japanese imperialists and the Chinese nation became a 
principal contradiction in Chinese society. In the face of Japanese 
aggression, General Yang Hucheng resolutely advocated resistance. In 
March 1933, he went personally to Shijiazhuang to see Chiang Kai-shek. 
He expressed his eagerness to fight the aggressors and asked for 
Chiang'’s permission to do so. After Chiang coldly turned down his 
request, General Yang dispatched his 42d Division to a place near 
Beijing to take part in the fighting against the invading Japanese 
troops. The contradictions between the patriotic and democratic stand 
taken by General Yang Hucheng and the policies of national betrayal and 
surrender pursued by Chiang Kai-shek grew more and more apparent. 
"Chiang Kai-shek does not want to resist Japanese aggression; what 
should I do?" General Yang asked himself. He felt that he was duty- 
bound and would not turn back. So he unswervingly continued enforcing 
his principle of alliance with the CCP and resistance to Japanese 
aggression, saying in unequivocal terms: "We must not become sacri- 
ficial objects at Chiang Kai-shek's burial. We must not follow 
Chiang's suit but must go our own way.” 


In 1935, the CCP Central Committee issued the "1 August Declaration” 

on the Long March, appealing for "an end to the civil war and concerted 
efforts to resist Japanese aggression.” After its arrival in northern 
Shaanxi, the CCP Central Committee put forward its policy of a national 
united front against Japanese aggression, which pushed the national 
salvation movement forward and won the warm support of patriotic 
personages inside the Kuomintang and among other parties in China. 
After the "Wayaobu conference," Comrade Mao Zedong sent Comrade Wang 
Feng to General Yang Hucheng in Xian on a mission. Wang Feng was 
cordially received by General Yang, and from the autographed letter 
written by Comrade Mao Zedong which was brought to him by Comrade Wang 
Feng, General Yang obtained firsthand knowledge about the analysis of 
the situation at home and abroad made by the CCP Central Committee and 
the policy of a national united front against Japanese aggression laid 
down by the CCP. The respect for him shown by the CCP Central Com- 
mittee and Comrade Mao Zedong as well as their confidence in him moved 
General Yang deeply. He expressed his willingness to support the CCP 
stand of national salvation and resistance against Japan and the CCP's 
policy of a national united front against Japanese aggression. After 
Comrade Wang Feng's consultation with General Yang, Comrade Nan Hanchen 
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sent Comrade Wang Shiying from Tianjin to Shaanxi. Soon General Yang's 
representatives and their counterparts from the CCP reached an agree- 
ment concerning concrete measures of cooperation on the principle of 
uniting to resist the Japanese aggressors. This was followed by the 
CCP Central Committee decisivn to appoint Comrade Zhang Wenbin as 
resident representative for the CCP in Yang's army. At the same time, 
Comrade Zhou Enlai, on behalf of the CCP Central Committee, held talks 
with General Zhang Xueliang in Yanan and helped General Zhang embark 
on the road of uniting with the CCP to resist Japanese aggression. 

With the arrival in the northwest of the Northeastern Army, General 
Yang Hucheng felt that to keep the 17th Route Army alive, it was 
necessary to practice the policy of uniting with the CCP and resisting 
Japanese aggression and to cooperate with General Zhang. [HK081220] 
Therefore, he took the initiative in approaching General Zhang and 
proposed cooperation between them. After repeated efforts dispelled 
misgivings, the two generals came to an understanding on the question 
of uniting with the CCP and resisting Japanese aggression. By May 1936, 
on the premise that they would oppose civil war and join hands to fight 
the Japanese, the Northeastern Army, the 17th Route Army and the Red 
Army had established a relationship of cooperation among themselves. 

In this way, a kind of "three in one" sitvation gradually took shape 
in the northwest. 





After the failure of their repeated efforts to dissuade Chiang Kai-shek 
from his criminal policy of starting a civil war with the CCP and 
persuade him into offering vigorous resistance to the Japanese aggres- 
sors, General Zhang Xueliang and General Yang Hucheng were compelled to 
take drastic actions to save the Chinese nation at a critical juncture. 
That was how the earth-shaking Xian incident came about. The two gen- 
erals intended to make a final effort to "persuade" Chiang to embark on 
the path of armed resistance to Japanese aggression by rising in 
"mutiny." Before the actual incident started, General Yang spent a lot 
of time making meticulous preparations. On the night of 21 December, 
when he was briefing Sun Weiru, Zhao Shousiian and Hong Congzhou on his 
plan to detain Chiang Kao-shek, General Yang Hucheng said: "I am doing 
it this way at the risk of ruining my own (troops). It is very worth- 
while!" This vividly explained his wholehearted determination and his 
heroic spirit of saving the nation at all risks. 


After Chiang was caught, Generals Zhang and Yang immediately notified 
the entire nation of it. In their message to the nation, they explained 
the motive for their actions and set forth their eight-point proposition 
for the struggle against Japanese aggression and for national salvation. 
They also dispatched a telegram to the CCP Central Committee and invited 
the CCP to send representatives to Xian for consultations on plans to 
Save the country. 


On the 16th, a CCP Central Committee delegation headed by Comrade Zhou 
Enlai arrived in Xian. Comrades Ye Jianying, Gin Bangxian, Lo Ruiqing 
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and Li Kenong were among the members of the delegation. Comrade Zhou 
Enlai in his talks with the two generals expounded on the CCP Central 
Committee analysis of the situation at home and abroad following the 
Xian incident, expressed the CCP's positive evaluation of the incident 
and put forward a principle for a peaceful solution to all the problems 
related to the incident. The two generals were full of support for the 
CCP proposals. Beginning from 22 December General Zhang Xueliang, 
General Yang Hucheng and Comrade Zhou Enlai as representatives of the 
"three in one" anti-Japanese alliance held negotiations with Chiang 
Kai-shek's representatives Song Ziwen and Song Meiling. Chiang Kai-shek 
was forced to abandon his reactionary policy of "domestic consolidation 
before an external war" and agreed to give “six promises" based on the 
eight demands advanced by Generals Zhang and Yang including “immediate 
termination of the campaign to suppress the communists" and an “alliance 
with the Red Army to resist Japanese aggression." In this way, the Xian 
incident was solved peacefully. 


The Xian incident brought to an end the 10-year civil strife since the 
split ‘n the first alliance between the CCP and the Kuomintang and 

paved the way for another decade of cooperation between the two parties. 
The formation and development of the national united front against 
Japanese aggression gave a great impetus to the nationwide anti- 
Japanese war. Comrade Mao Zedong said: "The peaceful solution of the 
Xian incident became a turning point in the situation. Under the new 
conditions, a new united front was formed and a nationwide anti- 
Japanese war was started." "The meritorious service rendered by 
Generals Zhang and Yang will go down in the annals of history." 


Dies a Hero's Death tor Upholding Patriotic and Democratic Stand 


After the Xian incident, Chiang Kai-shek perfidiously tore up the agree- 
ment he signed and detained General Zhang Xueliang, who had, as a good- 
will gesture, accompanied him back to Nanjing. After this, Chiang Kai- 
shek stepped up his efforts to persecute General Yang Hucheng. He 
compelled General Yang to resign and "go abroad on an inspection tour,” 
which in fact meant exile. In the 5 months and more when General Yang 
Hucheng was abroad, he attended many political gatherings and spread the 
word about national salvation and resistance to Japanese aggression. He 
was given a warm welcome by patriotic Overseas Chinese and foreign 
friends. 


As the anti-Japanese war developed in China, General Yang was anxious 

to get back but his repeated requests were turned down by Chiang Kai- 
shek. In November 1937, General Yang decided to leave France for home 
despite the obstruction created and the danger posed by Chiang Kai-shek. 
Many people at the time were very worried over his safety and tried to 
dissuade him from returning to China so soon. However, General Yang 
replied: "Even if Chiang goes back on his word and puts my life in 
jeopardy, I will remain loyal to and fight for my country and nation 
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in complete disregard for my personal safety." [HKO81225] Once he was 
in Hong Kong, General Yang felt that it was likely that Chiang Kai-shek 
wanted to kidnap him. At a public gathering, General Yang said openly 
to Comrade Wang Genseng, who had come to welcome him on behalf of his 
former subordinates: "Tell (Wang Bingnan) to fight the Japanese to the 
very end!" This was the last speech General Yang Hucheng made before 
he was deprived of his freedom. His remark was in fact a vow he took 
and wished to convey to the CCP Central Committee. 


Chiang Kai-shek was frightened by the just stand adopted by General Yang 
Hucheng. Before General Yang again set foot on the motherland's soil, 
Chiang ordered that a trap be laid for him. After General Yang arrived 
in Hong Kong on 26 November, Chiang's secret agents began a close watch 
on him. On the 30th when he reached Wuhan, Chiang's agents deceived him 
by saying that Chiang wanted to see him. They led Yang to Nanchang and 
put him into jail. In the subsequent 12 years General Yang spent behind 
bars, he was subjected to untold humiliation and torture. His wife, Xie 
Baozhen also received inhuman treatment. She first went berserk and 
later died in jail under tragic circumstances. On several occasions, 
Dai Jitao, Zhu Shaoliang and others went to see General Yang on orders 
from Chiang Kai-shek. They tried hard to persuade General Yang to 
"repent," saying that if only he would admit that the Xian incident was 
started at the instigation of the CCP and express his "ep regret" for 
having been “hoodwinked” by the communists, he would be set free. 
General Yang indignantly refuted the slanders by Dai Jitao and company 
and frustrated Chiang's attempts to induce his capitulation. From the 
beginning to the end, General Yang remained staunch and aboveboard, 
always upholding his patriotic democratic position and maintaining his 
revolutionar: moral integrity. 


Once General Yang was put in jail, the CCP and the people throughout 
China spared no effort to try to secure his release. In the spring of 
1946 at the Political Consultative Conference convened in Chongqing, 
the CCP delegation solemnly requested the immediate release of the two 
generals. It also made this one of the conditions of the peace talks 
in early 1949 when the CCP and the Kuomintang contacted each other for 
a solution to the civil war. 


On 17 September 1949 just on the eve of the liberation of Chongqing, 
Chiang Kai-shek ordered the murder of General Yang Hucheng. At that 
time, General Yang was only 56. His second son Zhengzhong, his youngest 
daughter, who was born while her mother was in jail, his secretary Song 
Yiyun and Mrs Song, and aides-de-camp Yan Jiming and Zhang Xingmin were 
also murdered at the same time. 


After the murder of General Yang, the CCP Central Committee and the 
central people's government respectively sent telegrams of condolence 
to relatives of General Yang, expressing deep sorrow over his killing. 
The messages highly evaluated his historical feats and praised his 
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patriotic and democratic stand and spirit of self-sacrifice. The 
message of condolence sent by the CCP Central Committee read: "General 
Yang cooperated with the CCP in 1936 and made great contributions to the 
nation by helping to bring about a nationwide united front against the 
Japanese aggressors. For this General Yang was jailed by the Chiang 
Kai-shek bandits for as long as 12 years and now he has dedicated his 
life to his patriotic and democratic ideals. This has been a glorious 
sacrifice. His illustrious name will forever live in the entire Chinese 
people's memory.” 


Throughout his life, General Yang Hucheng performed many good deeds for 
China and its people. He even dedicated his precious life to the cause 
of our national liberation. His epic struggles, especially his 12 years 
in confinement, fully demonstrated his revolutionary moral integrity and 
lofty personality. General Yang always longed for a bright future for 
China and loved his motherland. He will be remembered by the Chinese 
people forever. 


It is 30 years now since General Yang left us. During this period 
tremendous changes have taken place in our country. The goals of 
national independence and social progress, which General Yang worked 
for throughout his life, have now been achieved. The troops formerly 
under his command fought bloody battles against the Japanese invaders 

in many places in Hebei, Shanxi and Henan during the anti-Japanese war. 
After the victory of this war and when Chiang Kai-shek launched another 
civil war on a nationwide scale, these troops organized an armed upris- 
ing and joined the People's Army. From then on, they fought under the 
command of Comrades Liu Bocheng and Chen Yi and participated in the 
Great Liberation War. Comrade Mao Zedong highly appraised them when he 
said: "They have constituted an excellent example of our party's united 
front work." Since the founding of the PRC, most of these comrades have 
been transferred to civilian work and are making positive contributions 
to the socialist revolution and construction. At present, the entire 
Chinese people, under the leadership of the CCP Central Committee headed 
by Comrade Hua Guofeng are marching bravely and with one heart and one 
mind toward the magnificent goal of socialist modernization. We believe 
that General Yang would have been delighted about it had he been able
